STATE OF THE SKILLED Lasour Market 1n NovEMBER. 


The following memorandum has been prepared by the Labour 
Department of the Board of Trade for the “ Board of Trade 
Journal,” and also (with additions) for the ‘‘ Labour Gazette.” 
It is based on 2,320 returns, viz., 1,649 from employers, 535 
from trade unions, and 136 from other sources :— 

The general state of employment has been good during 
November. During the month there has been some improve- 
ment, especially in the shipbuilding and tinplate trades. 

In the 118 trade unions making returns, with an aggregate 
membership of 469,844, 10,864 (or 2°3 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of November, compared with 2°5 per 
cent. in October, and with 4°8 per cent. in the 115 unions, with 
a membership of 464,382, from which returns were received for 
November, 1897 (during the engineering dispute). 

Employment in Various Industries-—Coal Mining.—Employ- 
ment in November continued generally better than a year ago. 
Returns relating to pits employing 445,058 workpeople show 
that these pits worked on an average 5°46 days per week in the 
four weeks ended 26th November, as compared with an average 
of 5°44 days in October and 5°32 days in November, 1897. 

Iron-mining—Employment in this industry was, on the 
whole, slightly better in November than in October, though not 
quite so good as in November, 1897. At 132 mines and open 
works at which 17,145 persons were employed, an average of 
5°80 days per week was worked during the four weeks ended 
26th November, as compared with 5°73 days in October and 5°84 
days in November, 1897. 

Pig Iron Industry—kReturns relating to the works of 109 
iron-masters show a further improvement in employment during 
November. At the end of the month they had 359 furnaces in 
blast, estimated to be employing 23,494 persons, or 3 more fur- 
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naces and 141 more persons employed than at the end of October, 
and -10 more furnaces and 1,084 more persons employed than 
at the end of November, 1897. 

Iron and Steel Trades—Employment continues better than 
a year ago. As compared with October, the returns show little 
change. The 203 employers making returns employed 80,815 
workpeople in the last week of November, as compared with 
80,992 in the last week of October, and 79,344 a year ago. The 
average number of shifts worked in the last week of the month 
was 5°60 in November, 5°57 in October, and 5°56 in November, 
1897. 

Tinplate Trade—KEmployment improved considerably during 
November. At the end of the month 314 mills were at work, 
giving employment to 16,091 workpeople, as compared with 
296 mills employing 14,945 workpeople at the end of October, 
and 319 mills employing 16,313 workpeople at the end of 
November, 1897. 


Employment in the Engineering and Metal trades has re- 
mained steady. The percentage of unemployed union members 
in this group of trades at the end of November was the same as 
in October, viz., 2°7. 

In the Shipbuilding trades employment has continued to 
improve, the percentage of unemployed union members at the 
end of November being 2°5, compared with 3°7 in October.* 

Employment in the Building trades has continued brisk, on 
the whole, though painters and decorators are less busy. The 

ercertage of unemploy d union members at the end of Novem- 
le was 1°1, compared with 9°9 in October, and 1°6 per cent. in 
November, 1897, 

' The Furnishing trades, though still busy, are scarcely so 
actively employed. The percentage of unemployed union 
members at the end of November was 2°3, compared with 1°6 in 
October and 2°4 per cent. in November of last year. 

Employment in the Printing and Bookbinding trades has con- 
tinued to improve. The percentage of unemployed union 
members at the end of November was 2°4, compared with 3°3 
in October and 2°5 per cent. in November, 1897. 

In the Paper trade employment has slightly improved, the 

ercentage of unemployed union members at the end of Novem- 
oes being 3°8, compared with 4°1 in October. 

In the Glass trades the percentage of unemployed was 13°0, 
compared with 10°5 per cent. in November, 1897. 

Employment in the Leather trades has remaized steady, the 
percentage of unemployed union members at the end of Novem- 
ber being 4°9, as in October, compared with 4°7 per cent. in 
November, 1897. 


* Owing to the dispute which exis‘ed in the engineering trade no comparison is 
made with Ncvember, 1897, 
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Employment in the bespoke branch of the Boot and Shoe 
trade is quiet; in the ready-made branch it has improved 
slightly, but is still slack in most centres. 

Employment in the bespoke branch of the T'acloring trade is 
dull; in the ready-made branch it has declined, and is slack in 
most centres. 

Employment in both the Spinning and Weaving branches of 
the Cotton trade continues good generally. 

Employment in the Worsted trade is a little worse at Brad- 
ford, but continues good at Huddersfield. In the Woollen 
trade it has fallen off, and although still fair in some districts, 
is only moderate generally. In the Hosiery trade, employment 
is fair, and shows improvement. 

As regards the employment of women in the textile trades, 
information respecting 557 mills, employing 90,600 women and 
girls, shows that 83 per cent. were in mills giving full employ- 
ment during the month, compared with the same percentage in 
October and 61 per c&nt. in November, 1897. 

Trade Disputes—Forty-three fresh disputes occurred in Novem- 
ber, 1898, involving 8,459 workpeople. The corresponding 
number of disputes for October was 54, involving 12,577 work- 
people, and for November, 1897, 33 disputes, involving 6,594 
workpeople. Hight disputes took place in the building trades, 
11 in mining and quarrying, 6 in the metal, engineering, and 
shipbuilding trades, 11 in textile trades, 2 in clothing trades, 
and 5 in other industries. Of the 46 new and old disputes, in- 
volving 7,410 workpeople, of which the settlement is reported, 
10, involving 1,375 persons, were settled wholly in favour of 
the workpeople; 21, involving 2,943 persons, wholly in favour 
of the employers; and 15, involving 3,111 persons, resulted in 
a compromise. 

Changes in Rates of Wages.—Changes in the rates of wages 
of about 121,100 workpeople were reported during November, 
of which ‘number 120,600 received advances, and 500 sustained 
decreases. The net result was an increase estimated at about 
83d. per head in the weekly wages of those affected. The in- 
creases were principally in the mining industry (100,354), iron 
and steel manufacture (6,226) and the engineering and ship- 
building trades (4,952). Changes affecting 1,700 workpeople 
were preceded by disputes, causing stoppage of work. Changes 
affecting 104,000 workpeople were arranged under sliding 
scales, and by conciliation boards. Changes affecting about 
15,400 workpeople were arranged by direct negotiation between 
employers and workpeople.

Notice To SHIPPERS. 


Exportation of “ Through” Goods. 
Final Destination to be given in Specifications. 


The following is a copy of a notice which has been issued by 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Customs inviting shippers 
to furnish correct information as to the final destination of 

oods : — 

“The attention of the Board of Customs has been called to 
the fact that the statistical returns of the trade of the United 
Kingdom do not always show the true markets in foreign 
countries for British produce and manufactures as accurately 
as is desirable, and as would be practicable if attention were in 
all cases paid by shippers and shipping agents to the necessity 
of correctly informing the Department of the final destination 
of exported goods. 

“The extension in late years of the system of ‘through 
traffic’ whereby merchandise which was formerly carried direct 
from the port of shipment to its intended foreign market, is 
now transhipped or forwarded to its destination by some con- 
tinuous system of water and land carriage combined, renders it 
evident that in order to ensure correct statistical returns of the 
trade of this country the final destination of all exported mer- 
chandise, as distinguished from the mere port of discharge of 
the ship, should be stated in the official documents. 

“The Commissioners of Customs, therefore, appeal to manu- 
facturers, shippers, and all others interested in the publication 
of correct statistics, to take such measures in preparing their 
Customs documents as will secure the end in view, and especi- 
ally by ensuring that the column of the export specification 
form headed ‘Final destination’ shall be correctly filled up. 
They particularly draw the attention of ship brokers and ship- 
ping agents to the necessity of printing their advice forms to 
their clients with such a heading as will ensure the insertion of 
the ‘final destination’ in the advices forwarded by consigners 
of goods.

Loss or TRADE THROUGH THE NoN-ADOPTION OF TITE 
Metric System. 


The Board of Trade have received information that a large 
amount of ironwork fur bridges in Norway has been ordered 
from Antwerp. The contractors state that they would gladly 
have placed the order in England, but have lately gone over to 
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order all their iron from the Continent, because they cannot get 
English makers to supply the work according to the metric 
system, and it is too complicated for them to work it all out 
into English measurement, feet and inches. 


EXTENDED Facinities To ComMERcIAL TRAVELLERS’ DUTIABLE 
SAMPLES FROM 


The Board of Trade have received from the Commis- 
sioners of H.M. Customs copies of a General Order (+32),) 
to the effect that the regulations governing the treatment of 
dutiable samples brought into the United Kingdom by the 
commercial travellers of certain countries (General Order +{35) 
may be extended to the dutiable samples of commercial 
travellers from Russia, the concession remaining in force so 
long as British commercial travellers are allowed to retain the 
privileges recently accorded to them in Russia and Finland. 


TEMPORARY COMMERCIAL ARRANGEMENT BETWEEN 
Great BriTaIn AND BELGIUM. 


The Foreign Office have received notice through H.M. 
Minister at Brussels of the inclusion of the Government of 
Malta in the temporary commercial arrangement concluded on 
the 27th July last between Great Britain and Belgium. 

By the word “ Malte,” used in the French text, the Belgian 
Government mean all the group of islands administered by the 
Government of Malta. 


Spaniso Ports Re-opENED To NaviGATION. 

The Foreign Office have received information that the sub- 
marine defences of the Spanish Peninsula and the adjacent 
islands have been removed, and that all the waters which were 
obstructed thereby are now completely free for navigation. 


TARIFF REGULATIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


With reference to a notification to the effect that, aecord- 
ing to the Madrid Press, the Spanish Minister for the Colonies 
had received an official telegram from Manila informing him 
that the Spanish Customs tariff would remain in force in the 
Philippine Islands until the 10th November, and that from that 
date the United States tariff would be enforced, the Board of 
Trade are now in receipt of information to the effect that the 
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“Spanish tariff” referred to is the Spanish tariff for the 
Philippines, and the “ United States tariff” the tariff appended 
to a Presidential Order of the 12th July, 1898, enacting a sche- 
dule of duties to be levied on goods imported into ports or places 
in the Philippines in the occupation of the United States’ forces. 

These two tariffs are virtually identical, the principal dif- 
ference between them being that goods from Spain are now 
subjected to the tariff rates of duty in the same way as goods 
coming from other countries.

Surps’ Papers For AT Ports IN THE PoOssESSION OF THE 
Unirep States’ Minirary Forces. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of a circular issued by the Treasury Department of the 
United States addressed to masters of vessels and others engaged 
in trade with Porto Rico, Cuba, and the Philippines, to the 
effect that, hereafter, ships’ papers of any description for use at 
ports or places in those islands in the possession of the military 
forces of the United States, may be made out in the English or 
Spanish language at the option of those concerned.

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IIL—FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM.* 


The trade returns for the month of November, 1898, show a 
moderate increase as compared with the corresponding month 
of 1897 in the value of the imports from foreign countries and 
British Possessions, and a slight increase also in the value of 
the exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures. In 
the exports of foreign and colonial merchandise there is also 
an increase. 

The imports for November, 1898, were valued at 42,069,569/., 
as compared with 41,166,146/. for November, 1897, an increase 
of 903,423/., or 2°1 per cent. The exports of British and Irish 

roduce and manufactures for the month were valued at 
19,820,207/., as against 19,773,594/. in Nov ember, 1897, showing 
the unimportant increase of 46,615/., or ‘23 per cent., and the 
exports of foreign and colonial merchandise were valued at 
4,530,8341., showing : an increase of 302,008/., as compared with 
November, 1897, or 7°1 per cent. 

Im ports. —The following table shows the value of the imports 
for November, 1898, as compared with November, 1897, accord- 
ing to the different categories of merchandise :—

The imports of wheat and wheat meal and flour show a 
decrease in value in November, 1898, of 1,324,442/., as com- 
pared with November, 1897. All other kinds of corn show a 
net increase of 966,499/., the only decrease being found under 
the headings of Indian corn meal (6,210/.) and “ other kinds of 
corn and meal” (1,046/.). With regard to other articles of food, 
bacon and hams show an increased value of 230,449/.; pork, 
salted and fresh, 89,415/.; butter, 82,069/.; eggs, 87,863/. ; 
lard, 57,114/.; and fruit of all kinds, 215, 8901. On the other 
hand, the imports of fresh beef have decreased by 222,241/.; of 
cheese, 56,833/.; of fish of all kinds, 33,471/.; of potatoes, 
121,705/. and of sugar, refined and candy, and unrefined, 
58,854/. As regards the imports of dutiable articles, wine has

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increased in value 121,504/., and cocoa, other than prepared, 
48,383/., but currants show a decrease of 87,190/., and coffee of 
68,9970. 

In the imports of metals, copper, unwrought and par 
wrought, shows an increase of 105,222/., but iron ore has 
decreased 80,319/. In raw materials, the imports of raw cotton 
have increased 276,213/., larger quantities having come from 
the United States, though less from Egypt. The im- 
ports of hemp have also increased. But the imports 
of sheeps’ or lambs’ wool show a net decrease in value 
of 327,599/., as, although the receipts from South Africa 
show an increase of 36,560/., as compared with November, 1897, 
and those from South America an increase of 8,551/., the im- 
ports from Australasia show the large decrease of 309,283/., and 
those from Turkey a falling-off of 53,945/. With regard to 
other raw materials, the imports of caoutchoue have increased 
302,350/., but those of hewn and sawn or split wood show a 
decrease of 405,766/. It may be noticed that the imports of 
manufactured articles show a decided increase this year, especi- 
ally machinery, 174,877/.; leather, 70,192/.; woollen manu- 
factures, 39,020/.; cotton manufactures, 34,382/.; and watches 
and parts thereof, 31,253/. 


Exports——As regards the exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures for the month, the following table shows the 
values for November, 1897, and November, 1898, and the in- 
crease or decrease in each principal category :—

The exports of machinery and millwork show the greatest 
improvement of any category in November, 1898, as com- 
pared with November, 1897, all classes of machinery (except 
sewing machines) showing an increase. The shipments of coal, 
coke, and fuel show an increase of 294,214/., and most of the 
articles of food and drink exported have increased in value. On 
the other hand, a decrease is to be observed in the category of 
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articles manufactured and partly manufactured. Cotton yarn 
has decreased 240,082/., and cotton piece goods 103,980/., linen 
yarn 8,711/., and woollen, worsted, alpaca, and mohair yarns an 
aggregate decreased value of 82,226/. The exports of worsted 
tissues show a slightly increased value, but those of woollen 
tissues a decrease. Under metals there is a heavy decrease in 
the value of the exports of iron, unwrought and wrought, to the 
extent of 324,576I. 

Taking the trade of the eleven months ended 30th November, 
1898, as compared with a similar period of 1897, the imports 
show a net increase of 15,514,591/., and the exports a net 
decrease of 2,635,438/. 

With regard to the imports, articles of food and drink (duty 
free) have increased 13,700,765/., and similar articles (dutiable) 
513,667/, Metals show an increase of 161,380/; oils, of 
524,794/.; manufactured articles, of 1,597,989/.; miscellaneous 
articles, of 676,377/.; and parcel post, of 289,750/. The imports 
of animals, living, on the other hand, for the same periods, 
show a decrease in value of 939,476/.; of tobacco, 221,624. ; 
of chemicals, dye stuffs, and tanning substances, 500,524/.; of 
raw materials for textile manufactures, 130,432/.; and raw 
materials for sundry industries and manufactures, 158,075/. 

The exports for the eleven months show decreases chiefly 
under the headings of yarns and textile fabrics, 2,717,177. ; 
and metals and articles manufactured therefrom (except 
machinery), 1,514,798/. The chief increases for the period 
come under machinery and millwork, 1,496,738/., and raw 
materials, 562,850/. 

A noticeable decrease in the exports for the past eleven 
months occurred in the shipments of woollen and worsted tissues 
to the United States of America, the value of which for the 
eleven months ended 30th November, 1898, amounted to only 
959,847/., as compared with 3,223,104/., and 3,182,590/. for 
similar periods of 1897 and 1896 respectively. 
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III.—SUBSIDISED GERMAN SS. SERVICE TO EASTERN 
ASIA AND AUSTRALIA. 


The Foreign Office have received, through H.M. Embassy in 
Berlin, a report on the contract, signed on the 12th September 
last, between the German Government and the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company as to the maintenance of postal com- 
munications with Eastern Asia and Australia. 

Some of the most important terms of this contract (which was 
published in the “ Reichsanzeiger” of the 18th November last) 
are as follows :— 

The Lloyd Company, for the space of fifteen years, undertakes 
the following services :— ; 

A. In traffic with Eastern Asia : — 

1. A main line from Bremerhafen or Hamburg to China, 
either vid a Belgian or a Dutch port, through Genoa, 
Naples, Port Said, Suez, Aden, Colombo, Singapore, 
Hong Kong, to Shanghai, and back by the same route. 

2. A main line from Bremerhafen or Hamburg, either vid 
a Belgian or Dutch port, to Japan through Genoa, 
Naples, Port Said, Suez, Aden, Colombo, Singapore, 
Hong Kong, to Yokohama, and back by Hiogo, Naga- 
saki, Hong Kong, &c., same ports as on outward 
voyage. 

3. A branch line to No. 2, from Hong Kong to Shanghai 
and back. 

4. A branch line from Singapore to German New Guinea 
and back vid Batavia and other harbours of the Sunda 
Archipelago, Berlinhafen, Frederick-Wilhelmshafen, 
Stephansort, and back by Langemak Bucht, Habers- 
héhe, and Matupi, Xe. 

B. For the Australian traffic :— 

A main line from Bremerhafen to the mainland of Australia 
vid a Belgian or Dutch port, through Genoa, Naples, 
and Port Said, Suez, Aden, Colombo, Adelaide, Mel- 
bourne, to Sydney, and back by the same ports. 

A table of the speed to be maintained on the different routes 
is given in Article 4. 

Articles 10 and 11 provide for the building of four steamers 
for the service to Eastern Asia, which are to be of not less than 
6,000 tons for the Chinese and Japanese services. Those for 
the Australian line must be not less than 5,300 tons. The four 
steamers for the former line are to be running by the following 
dates respectively: Ist of October, 1899; Ist January, Ist 
September, and 1st November, 1900. 

By Article 12, all steamers are to be equal to those of foreign 
nations in every respect, and their plans are to be approved of 
by the Admiralty. 

Article 13 says that the new ships must be built in German 
yards, and German materials are to be used, as far as possible. 
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All Admiralty requirements are to be carried out in them. 
ay is also to be done on altering vessels, as far as is practic- 
able. 

By Article 14, only German coals are to be taken on board in 
German ports or at Belgian or Dutch ports of call. Exceptions 
are only permissible with the special assent of the Imperial 
Chancellor. 

In those ports, German provisions are also to be bought, as 
far as possible. 

Article 17 provides that, in case of mobilising the fleet, the 
Chancellor can purchase the vessels on full payment of their 
value, or he can hire them. The Law of 13th June, 1873, on 
“ Requisitions for War Purposes,” will determine the amounts 
to be paid. 

By Article 26, the Chancellor can prohibit the importation by 
German, Belgian, or Dutch ports of such agricultural products 
as may compete with those of German agriculture. 

Article 27 provides that, in cases of German and foreign 
goods being simultaneously offered for despatch, the German 
ones are, if necessary, to have the preference. 

By Article 34, the regular plan of sailings on the new 
Japanese line must begin, at latest, in April, 1899. 

Article 35 states that, for the services specified in the present 
contract and undertaken by the Lloyd Company, there will be 
paid by the Government, from Ist April, 1899, the sum of 
279,5007. (5,590,000 marks) a-year, payable monthly. 

By Article 39, this contract extends from Ist April, 1899, for 
a period of fifteen years. 

In connection with this contract, attention may be called to 
the circumstance that a Bremen firm intend shortly to start, 
with two steamers now being built for them, a steamer company 
on the Yang-tze-Kiang River, in China, which is to run boats 
from Shanghai to Hankow, for it will be noticed that, in the. 
present contract, a branch line of the Lloyd Steamship Com- 
pany is to run regularly to Shanghai. There will, therefore, 
soon be direct communication by German steamers from Ham- 
burg to Hankow, which will be of enormous importance in 
developing the German export trade to China.

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IV.—TRADE AND SHIPPING OF PORTUGUESE WEST 
AFRICA, FRENCH CONGO, AND THE CONGO 
FREE STATE. (With Map.) 


The “ Board of Trade Journal” for September last contained 
an account of the trade of the principal British, French, and 
German colonies on the West Coast of Africa. The present 
article treats of the trade and shipping of the French Congo, 
Portuguese West Africa, and the Congo Free State, so far as 
particulars can be ascertained. 

Portuguese West Africa, or Angola, consists of the provinces 
of Loanda in the north, Benguella in the centre, and Mossa- 
medes in the south. The following table shows the value of 
the imports and exports into and from the chief ports of the 
colony for the years 1895 and 1896, these being the latest 
figures available :—

The principal articles of import into the province of Angola 
are cotton goods such as grey domestics, checks and stripes, 
coloured prints and handkerchiefs, gunpowder, gums, pro- 
visions, and wines. Grey domestics (bleached or plain cotton) 
all came from Manchester until a few years back, but the 
Portuguese manufacturers are gradually working their way 
into the market, especially for the Benguella trade, and are 
also coming forward in other articles to the detriment of English 
manufacturers, while Germany runs the British market very 
close in the supply of gunpowder, especially for the port of 
Ambriz. 

The three principal expurts are coffee, rubber, and wax. The 
trade in cotton, fibres, orchilla, palm oil, and palm kernals has 
fallen off. Large quantities of dried fish are exported from 
Mossamedes to other ports in the province, and to St. Thomé 
and Principe Islands, but none to Europe. The larger part of 
the coffee exported is brought in by the natives. There are two 
qualities, known as Cozengo and Enconge; the latter obtains a 
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slightly better price in the European markets, although it is all 
native grown. Rubber is not cultivated by the native, but is 
brought a long distance from the interior. Beeswax is also 
brought in by the natives, and there are large quantities of 
fibre-giving plants such as aloe, pita, and sansievra growing 
alongside the rivers, which give very fine fibres, and, with 
proper machinery for working, a profitable industry might be 
opened up. 

The following table shows the tonnage of the shipping 
entered at the four chief ports of Angola for 1895 and 1896, dis-

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French Congo.—According to a report to the Admiralty from 
the commanding officer of H.M.S. “ Widgeon” on some of the 
trading stations on the West Coast of Africa,* French Congo 
may be roughly divided into five divisions :— 

1. Libreville, or Gaboon, including the country as far south 
as Nyanga. 

2. Loango from Nyanga to Massahe, the southern boundary 
between French and Portuguese Congo, extending inland as 
far almost as Brassaville. . 

3. The district of Brassaville, including the country bounded 
by the north bank of the Congo as far as the Lower Ubanghi. 

4. The Sangha River district as far as Lake Tchad. 

5. The Upper Ubanghi district. 

The trade of Loango may be said to be divided into two 

arts. 
. The one that is dependent on the transport of goods, &c., to 
the Upper Congo, and the other that of the trade that is natural 
to it, drawn from the country round about. 

The former trade, known as the “caravan business,” is by 
far the most important, and great quantities of manufactured 
goods are imported, as the means of carrying it out. The trader 
provides the Government with all the carriers he can, the 
Government paying him in cash, the present rate being about 
45 franes per head, and he pays the carrier partly in advance, 
and the remainder in goods upon his return from Brassaville. 

By requisitioning a// or the greater part of the carriers re- 
cruited by the trader, the Government has hitherto prevented 
him from developing the great natural resources of the Upper 
Congo; but, having now made large concessions to a new French 
company called the “Société Commercial du Bas Quillon,” it 
is said that they will no longer requisition the traders’ carriers. 

Among the concessions granted to this company is an immense 
stretch of country between Kakamaka and the river Loudina, on 
the one hand, and bounded by the river Quillon or Mari on the 
other. The Government also grants the company a sum of 
money for the making of a road between Kakamaka and 
Loudina, and pays it at the rate of 45 franes per load from 
Loango to Biede, that is about two-thirds of the distance of 
Brassaville. 

It also gives the company money in advance for the trans- 
port of goods. 

The foreign trader, it will be seen, is thus very heavily handi- 
capped, but when, as at present, his carriers are not only re- 
quisitioned, but, owing to some hitch in the administration of 
the colony by the home authorities, he is not paid for his ser- 
vices until some twelve months after they have been rendered, 
his position becomes critical and embarrassing. 

The chief seaports of French Congo are Libreville on the 
Gaboon River, Sette Cama, Magumba, and Loango. The follow-

The above figures are exclusive of re-exports of imported 
goods to the value of 7,050/., principally to France and the 
Congo Free State. It will be noticed that the total trade of 
French Congo with the United Kingdom is considerably larger 
than the trade with France and other French colonies, and 
that the value of the exports to both Germany and the Congo 
Free State exceeds that of the goods sent to the mother country. 

Congo Free State—In a report on the commerce of the 
Independent State of the Congo for the year 1897 by the 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Brussels, a very satisfactory proof 
may be found of the rapid progress which is being made 
in the development of its resources. The increase both 
in the exports and the imports during 1897 was very large, 
the total aggregate trade having amounted in value to nearly 
400,0007 more than in 1896, and more than double the total 
trade in 1893.

The August and September (1898) numbers of the “ Bulletin 
Officiel” of the Congo State contain the terms of a conven- 
tion concluded between the Government of the Independent 
State and a company entitled “La Société des Chemins de 
Fer Vicinaux du Mayumbe,” for the concession of a narrow~ 
gauge railway to connect, under the most favourable 


conditions, a point on the Lower Congo, accessible to sea-going 
ships, with a point on the basin of the Chiloango, accessible to 
steamers. 

The concession is granted for a period of 99 years. 

By Article X. of the convention the line is to be entirely 
finished and in working order by December 31st, 1901, and 
any branch line made from it by December 31st, 1908. 
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The company is not allowed by Article XV. to fix their tariff 
higher than the schedule annexed to the convention, and cannot 
make distinctions between goods of the same character unless 
authorised by the Government. 

‘The society is bound to apply the tariff charges and regu- 
lations uniformly, though special contracts for the conveyance 
of certain goods or groups of passengers at reduced rates 
may be made, subject to such contracts being notified before- 
hand to the Governor-General for his approval. 

By Article XXIV., the telegraph line to be built by the 
company along the railway will be paid for by the State, the 
Company having free use of the wire for the transmission 
of messages connected with the working of the railway. 

The Bulletin also contains a decree authorising the Commis- 
sioner of the District of Lualaba to continue the enforcement 
of military law in that district till July, 1899, should there be 
sufficient reasons for the adoption of such a course. 

The rest of the Bulletin is devoted to the statistical returns 
of the white population in the Congo State on the Ist January, 
1898. 

These returns show a total population of 1,678 whites, of 
whom 1,060 are Belgians and 87 British subjects; this is an 
increase in the total population of 204 over the census return 
of January Ist of last yéar, the Belgian population having 
increased by 178, whereas the British contingent has fallen 
from 125 to 87. The Italians have increased and the French 
fallen off in numbers, the latter from 40 to 26. 

In the local census of the Uelle District, Redjaf-Lado is 
marked as having 21 white inhabitants, and 52 persons are 
designated as being “en route” for Redjaf; the total white 
population of the district is given as 137. 
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V.—TRADE AND SHIPPING OF SOUTH AFRICA. 
(With Map.) 

The southern part of the African Continent includes Cape 
Colony, the British Bechuanaland Protectorate, Basutoland, 
Natal, and the vast stretches of territory reaching north from 
the Limpopo to the Zambesi River (generally known as 
Rhodesia), which are all under the control of Great Britain ; 
the Transvaal or South African Republic, the Orange Free 
State, and German South-West Africa, made up of Damaraland, 
Great Namaqualand, and the British settlement of Walfish Bay. 

The foreign trade of these territories is carried on princi- 
pally through the ports of Cape Colony, though Lourengo 
Marques (or Delagoa Bay) and Beira in Portuguese territory 
supply also the Transvaal and Northern Rhodesia respectively, 
and the German colony, in addition to Walfish Bay, has out- 
lets for trade at Angra Pequena (or Luderiz Bay), Swakop 
Mouth, and Omaruru. 

The South African Customs Union includes Cape Colony, 
Natal*, the Orange Free State, the Bechuanaland Protectorate, 
and Basutoland, and the following table, from figures published 
in the “Cape Government Gazette,” shows the total value of 
the imports for consumption into, and exports from, the prin- 
cipal ports in Cape Colony for the years 1896 and 1897, ex- 
clusive of Government importations and specie, but inclusive of 
goods imported in transit to States outside the Customs 
Union :—

From the above table it will be seen that the principal out- 


lets for trade in Cape Colony are Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, 
and East London, which in 1897 between them absorbed 98 
per cent. of the total import and 73 per cent. of the total export 
trade. The value of the exports set down as from inland 
stations, amounting in 1897 to about 24 per cent. of the whole,

With regard to the trade of the colony in 1898, the latest 
official returns given in the “Cape of Good Hope Government 
Gazette,” show that the value of the imports into the colony for 
the nine months ended 30th September, 1898, exclusive of 
Government importations and specie, amounted to 11,337,470/., 
as a at with 12,274,133/. for the corresponding period of 
1897. 


With regard to the exports, the total value for the nine 
months ended 30th September, 1898, including bullion and 
specie and imported goods re-exported, was 18,600,275/., as 
compared with 15,159,462/. for a like period in 1897. 


Finally, in connection with the trade of Cape Colony, the 
following table may be interesting as showing the value of the 
total imports into and exports from the colony in the last four 
years (1894—1897), distinguishing the trade with the United 
Kingdom, British possessions, and foreign countries, and demon-

From the above table it will be seen how largely the shipping 
of the colony has developed in 1897 as compared with 1896, 
especially as regards British shipping, which, with the excep- 
tion of Port Elizabeth and Port Alfred, shows a decided increase 
of tonnage in each port. 

Natal.—The seaborne foreign trade of Natal is carried on 
through the port of Durban. There is a large export transit trade

Basutoland (770/.), and Mashonaland (13/.). 

In 1897 the principal articles imported were haberdashery 
and millinery (480,280/.), apparel and slops (414,269/.), iron- 
mongery and hardware (410,261/.), machinery (397,528/.), 
leather, manufactured (263,708/.), timber (251,056/.), and iron 
of all kinds (202,603/.). The exports of colonial produce con- 
sisted chiefly of wool (474,681/.), coals (89,863/.), hides 
(44,400/.), and Angora hair (34,892/.). With regard to goods 
sent overland in transit to the Transvaal, the total value of 
which in 1897 was 553,915/., articles of food and drink, includ- 
ing spirits of all kinds (38,629/.), were valued at 333,903/. Oil 
of all kinds was sent to the value of 45,086/. 

The following table shows the total tonnage of shipping 
entered and cleared at the port of the colony in 1896 and 1897, 
distinguishing British and foreign vessels, and including v essels 
engaged in coasting trade :—

‘he principe: destination of the merchandise of the Orange 
Free State *: the Transvaal, the valne of the goods exported 
thither having been 944,459/. in 1895S and &71,738/. in 1897. 
The trade in 1897 was greatly interfered with by the rinder- 
pest and drovyht. The export of wool, hides, caitle, &c., 
generally increased, but there was a large decrease in the 
amount and value of ordinary agricultural produce. The ex- 
ports from the S‘ate to Basutoland consist entirely of manu- 
factured goods previously imported, valued at 70,751/. in 1896 
and 59,368/. in 1897. ‘To Cape Colony the exports amounted 
in value to 612,313. in 1896 and 735,883/. in 1897, and to Natal 
116,961/. in 1896 and 127,253/. in 1897. 

Transvaal._—The Transvaal, or South African Republic, with 
no seaboard of its own, has but three outlets for its import 
and export trade, viz., vid Cape Colony, Natal, and Delagoa 
Bay. The Colonial Office have recently issued the first report 
on the trade, commerce, and gold mining industry of the South 
African Republic for the year 1897. This report states that 
the imports into the Transvaal reached the highest point they 
ever touched in 1896, the total talue for which year figured at 
14,088,130/., but for 1897 the total value fell to 13,563,827/. 
These figures include Government goods, railway material, and 
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specie. Deducting the value of these items, the value of 
general imports for 1896 is seen to be 12,543,011/., and for 1897 
11,715,160/., or a falling off in the latter year of 827,831. 

The following table shows the general goods imported into 
the Transvaal through the various ports, plus Government 
goods, railway material, and specie, being the total imports :—

In comparing the Government imports of 1896 with 1897, it 
is found that dynamite of the value of 629,842/. was imported 
during 1896, while the value of this article imported last year 
fell to 162,1407. It should also be noted that the bulk of the 
explosive is imported through the Cape Colony, and this is 
explained by the fact that a contract exists with the Cape 
Government Railways for its transport at a special rate. The 
— of the other Government goods are imported wid Delagoa 

ay. 

It will also be observed that ammunition and arms of the 
value of 121,396/. and 264,295/. were imported in 1896 and 1897 
respectively as Government goods, but to this must be added 
ammunition imported under the headings of general goods, viz., 
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42,844/. in 1896 and 59,992/. in 1897, and firearms, 13,026/. in 
1896 and 8,286/. in 1897, making a total value of ammunition 
and arms imported into the State during the past two years of 
509,839/. 

According to “The British and South African Export 
Gazette,” Germany would appear to have supplied 43 tons of 
arms and 272 tons of ammunition in 1897, but nothing in 1896. 

Railway material imported in 1897 figures at 869,443/., as 
against 631,939/. in the previous year, or an increase of 237,504. 
The bulk of the material is imported vid Delagoa Bay, the 
figures being in 1896 592,456/., and in 1897 846,7127. Europe 
supplied material of the value of 569,456/. in 1896, and 797,838/. 
in 1897 vid Delagoa Bay, but it is not known what quantity 
was imported from England, and how much from the Con- 
tinent. 

Machinery was in 1896, as in 1897, the largest item in the 
list of general imports, figuring in the former year at 
2,204,288/., and in the latter at 1,876,391/., and it may be safely 
concluded that the bulk of it is of British manufacture. The 
decrease may be ascribed to the fact that the demand for 
machinery is shrinking owing to the almost entire cessation of 
the development and equipment of fresh mining properties. 
The mines that are working are fully equipped, and there is 
every prospect that during the current year a further and 
material decrease in this item will be apparent. 

Foodstuffs form also a large item of the import trade, the 
Transvaal apparently being quite unable to grow or manu- 
facture the raw produce and provisions necessary for the victual- 
ling of its increased population. The following table shows 
the value of the principal foodstuffs imported during the last 
three years :—

Provisions and groceries include condensed milk of the value 
of 83,0671. in 1896, increased in 1897 (in consequence of rinder- 
pest) to 133,322/. 
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Prior to January, 1896 (and in regard to some articles up to 
the end of 1897), foodstuffs were subject to special duties in 
addition to the 7} per cent. ad valorem duty, which were imposed 
for the protection and encouragement of native industries and 
products, but these special duties have nearly all been taken off 
for the time being. 

According to the Colonial Office report referred to above, it 
is not impossible that a large proportion of the necessaries 
of life consumed could be produced in the State, but the farmers 
have been so long accustomed to pastoral pursuits that they do 
not, as a rule, carry on agricultural operations on such a scale as 
would supply the requirements of the large population that has 
so rapidly concentrated in the Republic. Moreover, of late 
years they have had to contend with locusts, drought, and 
rinderpest, the two former destroying their crops, and the latter 
decimating their herds. With pastures such as the Transvaal 
possesses, and a soil and climate suitable to the cultivation of 
all the cereals, fruit, and even of tropical products, a pro- 
gressive and enterprising farming community would not permit 
the importation of such a large quantity of the necessaries 
of life without serious competition. In the absence, however, 
of statistics showing clearly the countries of origin of the 
imports into the Transvaal, it is difficult to ascertain whether 
the demand for British manufactures in the State is being 
maintained, increasing, or diminishing. 

It is, however, well known that Germany is making the most 
strenuous efforts to introduce her manufactures into South 
Africa, and especially into the Transvaal. The system of 
exporting goods from any inland German town to the Transvaal 
by means of a through bill of lading is advantageous to the 
importer and convenient to the exporter, as not only is the 
through rate fixed on the other side, but a considerable reduc- 
tion in railway carriage and in the freight is made. 

This system places the German manufacturers in a better 
position than others to compete for the Transvaal trade. 

There is nothing lacking in the methods pursued by the 
British manufacturers and exporters to secure the trade. The 
are, as a rule, well represented in South Africa by experienced, 
energetic, and pushing travellers, but complaints are made that 
sufficient care is not exercised in executing orders, and a grave 
charge against the British exporter is, that the packing of goods 
does not come up to the standard of the American packing, more 
particularly as regards care and the economising of space. 

Then, again, the British manufacturers do not appear to study 
the requirements of the trade to the same extent as the 
Americans do, and in some lines British goods are being dis- 
placed by American; for example, such articles as American 
household pumps, edge tools (including saws, &c.), shovels, 
picks, lawn mowers, and carriages are to some extent super- 
seding British goods. However, there can be no doubt that 
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British trade by a long way preponderates, but in view of the 
keen and persistent competition of foreign countries, it behoves 
the British manufacturers to use every effort to supply goods 
acceptable to the importers and consumers in the Transvaal in 
order to maintain and increase their trade. 

With regard to the exports of the Republic, no official returns 
are published. Wool, skins, hides, horns, tobacco, coal, &c., in 
addition to native gold, are exported, but no record is available 
of these products, with the exception of gold, particulars of the 
output of which are given below. 

With regard to, wool, skins, hides, horns, coal, &., exported 
from the State, it is, for the reason already stated, impossible to 
arrive at an accurate estimate of their value. During 1897, 
however, the Transvaal forwarded to Natal 3,624 tons of wool, 
128 tons of hides, 125 tons of skins, 38 tons of tobacco, 9 tons of 
horns, 4 tons of mealies, 1 each of leather, forage, and butter, 
and 126 tons of other products, value, say, 160,000/.; and 
assuming that similar quantities of produce were forwarded to 
the Cape ports and to Delagoa Bay, the total exports of the 
State amounted in 1897 (including native gold) to 11,956,260/., 
as against imports valued at 13,563,827/. In considering the 
value of the imports, it must be remembered that the above 
figures merely represent the value plus freight, and that, what 
with commission, transit duties, agency, and landing and for- 
warding charges, together with the traders’ profit, imported 
goods generally will have largely increased in value by the 
time they reach the consumer.* 

Even at invoice value the imports of 1896 and 1897 exceeded 
the exports (valuing the exports other than native gold at 
500,000/. each year, probably a large over-estimate) by 
4,948,309/. and 1,587,567/. respectively. But when the import 
charges, &c., are added it will be seen that the value of imports 
for the past two years is millions sterling greater than the 
value of the products of the State.* 

The trade of the Transvaal in 1898, moreover, shows a still 
more marked decline. From the figures given above it is seen 
that the value of the general imports was 827,831/. less in the 
twelve months ended 1897 than in the corresponding period of 
1896. But from the returns published in the official “ Staats- 
courant,” and given on p. 421 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
for October last, the general imports, which amounted in value 
to 7,279,469/. for the first six months of 1897, have fallen to 
5,193,219/. for the same period in 1898, or a decrease of about 
28 per cent., being 2,086,250/. for the half-year. A few of the 
items show how the spending power of the inhabitants of the 
Transvaal has diminished—the import of beer has fallen from 
26,2891. to 18,676/., that of spirits from 176,761/. to 118,184/.,

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that of musical instruments from 23,0261. to 11,909/., of clothing 
from 53,7391. to 40,664/., and of wines from 74,026/. to 
40,8751. 

The value of goods carried in transit through Cape Colony is 
given, for the half-year ending June 30th, 1898, as 1,564,600/., 
as against 2,319,671/. for the corresponding period of 1897; 
those carried through Natal as 882,992/., as against 1,267,589/. ; 
through Delagoa Bay, as 888,271/., as against 1,366,506/., 
making a total decline in transit trade from abroad of 
1,617,899/., or at the rate of about 33 per cent. 

Finally, the following table is interesting’as showing the 
enormous increase in the anual gold output of the Transvaal 
since 1884 :—

German South-West Africa—The trade of the German 
colonies in South-West Airica is carried on principally through 
the British settlement of Walfish Bay and the German ports 
of Swakop Mouth, Angra Pequena, or Luderiz Bay, Cape Cross, 
and Omaruru. The area of the whole colony, including Damara 
and Namaqualand, is stated in the report on the German Colonies 
for 1896 (Foreign Office Miscellaneous Series, 432), to be 
about 835,100 square kilometres. 

A later report on German Colonies, for 1897, states that the 
port of Swakop Mouth has made considerable progress, and the 
tramway in connection with it has now extended some way 
inland. About 40 kilometres are completed, and as this covers 
the worse part of the dry district between the coast and Wind- 
hoek the effect on the progress of the settlement will be very, 
great. The railway is provided with two locomotives, but is 
generally used as:a mule tramway. 

In addition to this tramway, there is a Government (British) 
tramway from Walfish Bay to a station at a point called 
Rooikop for the conveyance of goods to the interior. The 
“Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette” for the 4th Novem- 
ber last contains regulations for the control of the port, jetty, 
and tramway at Walfish Bay, as issued by H.E. Governor of 
Cape Colony on 2nd November last. 
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Besides the regular monthly service the German Imperial 
Government has provided for communication vad Cape Town by 
the steamer “ Leutwein” plying once a month; the Woermann 
Line runs once a month from Hamburg to Swakop Mouth, &c. ; 
and the German Colonisation Company sends a steamer from 
Hamburg once in two months. 

It is stated that the chief seat of the export trade is Swakop 
Mouth, which has practically “paralysed” Walfish Bay, and 
that the direct trade of the colony with Germany is on the in- 
crease, to the detriment of the trade with Cape Town. The 
increasing wealth of the colony is shown in the demand for 
coined money mainly for the purpose of hoarding. 

The imports into German South-West Africa in 1897, accord- 
ing to a statement published in the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
for August last, were valued as follows :—

Of this, 69,0007. was Government property; 12,000/., beer: 
40,000/. preserved provisions, of which 17,000/. was imported 
by the Government; 6,800/. spirits, 30,000/. stuffs and fabrics. 
Of the total imports, 44,600/. came from the Cape, 15,000/. 
from England, and 183,000/. from Germany.

Of this export 55,0007. was guanu, of which 53,000/. went to 
England. The other articles of export were: hides, 2,000/. ; 
ostrich feathers, 2,500/. 

The “German Colonial Company for South-West Africa” is 
occupied in instituting various agricultural and mining under- 
takings. Trial pits are being dug. The company is also 
undertaking improvements at the port of Swakop Mouth. 

The guano and sealing companies are in full operation; 
exploring expeditions under Herr Elers and Mr. Pearson have 
been sent out to prospect for minerals. The English Kharas- 
koma Prospecting Company has sold its rights to the African 
Territories Company. The latter has made surveys for the 
projected Angra Pequena Railway, and has sent out two pro- 
specting expeditions to look for minerals. The Colonisation 
Company has a concession of about 1,500 square kilometres to 
the east and north-east of Windhoek, the chief settlement of 
the colony. 
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The white population consisted (1st January, 1897) of 2,628 
souls, of which 1,221 were German, 113 Boers, 97 English, 89 
from the Cape. Of the 1,221 Germans, 880 were officials, 
officers, or soldiers, 109 colonists, 128 labourers and artisans, 


’ and 80 merchants. 


In addition to the settlement at Walfish Bay, where there is 
a resident British official, there are twelve islands off the coast 
cf German South-West Africa which belong to England. 
These are known as Plumpudding, Roastbeef, Hollam’s Bird, 
Mercury, Ichaboe, Seal, Penguin, Halifax, Long, Possession, 
Albatross, and Mona Islands, and, with adjacent rocks, were 
annexed in 1867, and added to Cape Colony in 1874.

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VI.— BRITISH TRADE IN CHILE AND ARGENTINA. 


Mr. T. Worthington, the Special Commissioner appointed by 
the Board of Trade to inquire into and report upon the con- 
ditions and prospects of British trade in South America has 
prepared a series of reports upon these subjects, dealing with 
Chile and Argentina. The objects of Mr. Worthington’s in- 
quiry were to determine whether any, and, if so what, causes 
have brought about in any branch of trade, a diminished demand 
for articles of British produce or manufacture, either absolutely 
or relatively to the demand for similar articles produced in 
other countries, and to ascertain in what directions, and under 
what conditions, a demand for British goods might be created 
or increased. 

In the first of his reports, that dealing with Chile, he gives a 
table showing in millions of dollars the total amount of mer- 
chandise cleared from bond from the principal manufacturing 
countries for consumption at all Chilean ports during each of 
the years 1887 to 1896. This table is as follows, and as the 
Chilean Custom House statistics are fairly complete, it may 
be taken as affording a fairly correct indication of the origin of 
the goods, at least as regards British merchandise. Belgian 
and other continental hs are largely mixed with German in 
the statistics :—

Taking the average of the last three years it will be found 
that while in the case of Great Britain, Germany, and France 
there is a decrease of 1°7, 0°1, and 3°0 million dollars respec- 
tively, the trade with France shows an increase of 0°6 million 
dollars. 

As regards the reasons assigned by Mr. Worthington for the 
falling-off in the demand for British goods, these are stated to 
be the difficulty often experienced in inducing manufacturers 
in this country (a) to take up a new pattern or design on a 
small order, (6) to make qualities very much lower than they 
have been accustomed to, (c) to make a low quality with a 
finish and get-up such as they might think only belonged to a 
higher class, (d) to send samples prepared in a sufficiently 
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attractive form, and (e) generally to attend to minutie which 
might appear to them unimportant, but which may be very 
important as affecting the sale of gods in Chile. 

- Mr. Worthington makes a number of suggestions for increas- 
ing British trade, and emphasises the necessity for cheaper 
goods and cheaper freights. In connection with the former, he 
quotes the remark of a leading banker in Chile, who observed : 
“Chile is a poor country, and a poor country will always buy 
the cheapest goods. Cheapness is the first consideration. There 
is no use to tell a man, ‘This piece of cloth or that saucepan 
is a little dearer than that other piece or that other saucepan, 
but it will last double the time.’ He has only the money to 
buy the cheap one, and the cheap one he will have.” 

This applies all through, even to higher-class articles, and 
the buyer of a piece of cheap fancy goods consoles himself with 
the idea that the better and more expensive piece would be out 
of fashion before the cheap one is worn out, whilst the buyer 
of a cheap light threshing machine, for example, thinks that by 
ihe time it wears out something better may be invented which 
will render the high-priced long-lasting article obsolete. Cheap- 
ness is the first destderatum. 

The Chilean was accustomed years ago to buy his European 
goods with what was to him the same dollar as it is now. He 
wants the same piece of cloth or the same saucepan for a dollar, 
but the dollar is only 1s. 6d. instead of, say, 3s., therefore the 
piece of cloth or the saucepan must be made proportionately 
cheaper—quality must go. 

As regards Argentina, the impression appears to be there that 
the British manufacturer is doing too well, and is too full of 
orders to care for making changes which, perhaps, involve 
expense and alteration of plant to a greater or less extent, 
whereas when anything is asked for in Germany or Austria it 
is promptly made, and if not quite what is wanted is altered as 
required. There are many articles which are made in one form 
or another in Great Britain, but which do not reach the Argen- 
tine market at present, or if they do, only in comparatively small 
quantities. In not a few cases the article, identical in quality, 
is cheaper to manufacture on the Continent, but in many 
others it appears, from Mr. Worthington’s investigations, that 
the British manufacturers have lost the trade, in greater or less 
measure, by failing promptly to comply with the information 
as to changes in quality, make, or “ get-up,” &c., which may 
have been conveyed to them. 

One very serious difficulty which British traders have to con- 
tend with in Argentina consists in false marking and piracy of 
trade-marks, which are both quite common there. The former is 
most in evidence in the false indications of place of manufacture 
on locally-made goods, but although the law, it is understood, 
makes the dealer who orders false marks, whether of origin or 
contents, jointly liable with the manufacturer who puts them on, 
it apparently leaves those who may feel themselves aggrieved 
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to take action against the falsifiers. It is true that trade marks 
are registered, and can be defended legally, but great care has 
to be used in carrying on a prosecution, and the want of such 
care, as well as the perjury of witnesses, has led to failures of 
— in the past, which fact, not to mention the expense of 
egal proceedings, naturally deters a good many owners of 
pirated marks from vindicating their rights. 

Among other drawbacks to British trade, the following are 
enumerated by Mr. Worthington: the cheap freights which 
Italian goods enjoy, and which, no doubt, are a very consider- 
able aid to the apparently rapidly-developing industries of that 
country ; inattention to matters of detail in the style and manner 
of preparing goods for the market, and of making up and pack- 
ing; and the want in Great Britain of the use of the metric 
system, which is the basis of the great bulk of first-hand busi- 
ness in Argentina, and which is undoubtedly a great drawback 
to British trade, especially in estimates for engineering work.

The principal feature in the above table is the large increase 
in the imports into the United Kingdom from the Philippine 
and Ladrone Islands in the months of June, July, August, 
October, and November, 1898, as compared with similar periods 
of 1897, which is due to the increased values of the shipments 
of hemp. The following table shows the quantities and values 
of the imports of hemp into the United Kingdom from the 
Philippine and Ladrone Islands for the months of June to 
November, inclusive :—

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It will be noticed that the values for 1898 in the above table 
show a disproportionate increase as compared with those for 
1897—the fact being that the average price of hemp for the 
six months, June—November, 1898, was nearly 28/. per ton, as 
against 16/. per ton only over a similar period of 1897. 

With regard to the other two staple articles of export from 
the Philippines to the United Kingdom, the following table 
shows the value of the exports of sugar and tobacco from the 
Philippine and Ladrone Islands to the United Kingdom for

It will be seen from the above figures that the exports of 
tobacco to the United Kingdom have revived in the last two 
months, after the marked decline evidenced in July, August, 
and September, but that, on the other hand, the exports of 
sugar show a steady decrease.

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VIII—EFFECT OF THE AMERICAN OCOUPATION ON 
PORTO RICAN TRADE. 


The following report on the effect of the American occupa- 
tion on the trade of arto Rico has been received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul in that island :— 

The months of greatest commercial activity in Porto Rico 
are from October to April, when the exports of sugar and coffee 
take place, the importation of merchandise being also larger 
during this period. 

The prejudicial effects to commerce arising from the blockade 
of the capital at the end of June last were therefore minimised, 
the more so that no attempt was made by the Americans to 
extend the blockade to other ports of the island, with the ex- 
ception of Ponce, which was not done until somewhat later. 
Hence merchants in San Juan were able to continue to make 
their importations through the port of Arecibo, which is con- 
nected with it by rail. 

Since the cession of the island to the United States was deter- 
mined on under the terms of the protocol of 12th August, and 
during its gradual occupation by the American forces, com- 
merce has been practically at a standstill, owing to the uncer- 
tainty as to the conditions which will rule in the island in the 
immediate future. 

Currency.—The question of perhaps the most vital import- 
ance, which imperatively calls for an immediate, even though 
it be only a provisional solution, is that of the currency, which 
directly affects not only the commercial classes but also, and 
perhaps to a still greater extent, the planters, whose profits 
depend on the relation between the price obtained for their 
produce abroad in gold, and the cost of its production, which is 
payable in local silver money. 

The existing currency is the Porto Rican silver dollar, of the 
same weight and fineness as the Spanish dollar, which was first 
coined and issued in December, 1895, and took the place of the 
Mexican dollar, which used formerly to pass current in the 
island. The amount of silver dollars in circulation is not great, 
probably not exceeding five millions, but the fiduciary obliga- 
tions in currency represent a very much larger and practically 
an undeterminable amount. The exchange value of this dollar 
has varied from $7°50 to the £ in 1896 to $8°50 in 1898, equiva- 
lent to a premium on gold ranging from 50 to 70 per cent. It 
is scarcely necessary to point out that the exchange value of 
these coins is much greater than their intrinsic value, due to 
the limited number in circulation. 

In dealing with this question, three alternative courses are 
open to the United States Government : — 

1. To establish the currency on a silver basis, the value of 
which in its relation to gold would be determined as it is now 
by commercial operations. 
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2. To issue a silver currency, convertible at a fixed rate into 
United States gold money—in other words, to establish a bi- 
metallic system. 

_ 3. To establish the currency on a gold basis, with subsidiary 
token silver coins, calling in the silver dollars actually in 
circulation at a rate of exchange to be fixed arbitrarily. 

Customs Tariff —The uncertainty as to the Customs tariff 
which will be put into force in Porto Rico, and the time when 
the change will take place, as is only natural, has had the 
effect of paralysing the import trade, the more so when taken 
in conjunction with the uncertainty about the currency. Ex- 
porters also are holding back their goods until it is known 
whether Porto Rican produce is to be admitted free of duty inio 
the United States. The importance of this, to sugar planters 
especially, may be gathered from the fact that the duty leviable 
on centrifugal sugar polarizing 96° is $1°68} cents per 100 lbs., 
while the selling price of the same sugar at a port of export 
in the island in this year was only $2°10 United States currency. 

Application of the American Coasting Trade Law.—The 
application of the American Coasting Trade Law to vessels 
taking cargo from Porto Rico to ports in the United States, 
which has already begun to be put into force, will be severely 
felt by British shipping, especially the small sailing vessels 
from Suen Scotia and New Brunswick which used to bring 
cargoes of fish and lumber and then load sugar and molasses 
for American ports. The amount of this freight carried 
annually was about 40,000 tons, or nearly four-fifths of the total 
produce of Porto Rico which found a market in the United States. 

Import and Export Trade——The following table, which is 
compiled from the official returns for the past four years, shows 
the average proportion of the Porto Rican trade, both import 
and export, enjoyed by different countries* : —

The average annual value of the imports and exports during 
these four years was as follows: Imports $18,507,000, exports 
$17,669,000, both in Porto Rican currency. 

It is scarcely necessary to say that the Spanish import trade, 
now that the special protection formerly afforded it is removed, 
will fall off very largely, and that its place at the head of the

importing countries will be taken by the United States. It 
is, however, impossible to predict how far the trade of other 
countries may be affected by the change of Government until 
it is known what Customs tariff will be adopted. It must, 
however, be borne in mind that the trade relations of a country 
are not changed in a moment, and that the preference for well- 
known articles and brands is not easily eradicated. 

In the export trade it is safe to assume that all the sugar 
produced will go to the United States, and, although at pre- 
sent the amount is not great, not exceeding 75,000 tons, includ- 
ing centrifugal and muscovado sugar and molasses, it will pro- 
bably be largely increased if the duty on its importation is 
removed. 

Coffee, which represents in value two-thirds of the total ex- 
ports, is exported principally to Spain, Cuba, France, Germany, 
and other European countries, being too high-priced for the 
United States market. It is not probable that this branch of 
the export trade will be diverted to any considerable extent from 
its present channels. 

The only other product of any considerable importance is 
tobacco, which hitherto has been shipped principally to Spain 
and Cuba. If admitted free into the United States, it will 
probably all be diverted in that direction.

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IX.—FRENCH COD FISHERY BOUNTIES. 


The following information relating to allowances and bounties 
granted by the French Government to the’ cod fishery industry 
has been received at the Foreign Office through H.M. Consul 
at Bordeaux :— 

Bounties for the encouragement of the cod fisheries are only 
given to French vessels and to the transport by French vessels 
of the produce of the French fisheries :— 

These bounties are as follows :— 

Equipment Bounties —Fifty francs per man of the crew for 
the fishery, with drying ground (la péche avec secherie) either on 
the coast of Newfoundland, or at St. Pierre and Miquelon, or 
on the Great Bank of Newfoundland. 

Thirty francs ag man of the crew for the fishery, without 
drying ground (/a péche sans secherie) on the Great Bank of 
Newfoundland. 

Equipment bounties are only granted once in each fishing 
season (campagne de péche). : 

Bounties on the Produce of the Fisheries—For dried cod of 
French fisheries, per metric quintal (100 kilos.), about 2 ewts :— 

Twenty francs for codfish exported either direct from the 
fisheries or from the stores in France to the colonies and French 
establishments in America, India, and West Coast of Africa, 
or in other trans-Atlantic countries, provided that there be a 
French Consul at the port of importation. 

Sixteen francs for codfish exported either directly from the 
fisheries or from the stores in France to European countries and 
foreign States on the coasts of the Mediterranean, with the 
exception of Algeria and Sardinia. 

Sixteen francs for the importation of codfish to the colonies 
and French establishments in America, India, and the West 
Coast of Africa, or to other trans-Atlantic countries, when the 
fish are exported from French ports without having been stored 
there. 

Twelve franes for codfish exported either direct from the 
fisheries or from French ports to Algeria and Sardinia. 

In 1897 the vessels equipped for the cod fisheries brought into 
France 569,155 metric quintals, as follows :—

According to the returns of the French Customs, the amount 
of cod fish imported into Bordeaux in 1897 was 391,371 metric 
quintals, and the codfish exported from Bordeaux amounted 
to 170,543 metric quintals.

or 267,517 metric quintals. 

French vessels equipped for the fisheries may withdraw from 
the bonded warehouses, that is free of duty, the provisions and 
other things destined for their victualling. With regard to 
tobacco, the amount allowed is limited to forty kilograms per 
ship. The State tobacco factories also sell them tobacco, cigars, 
and cigarettes at reduced prices. The embarkation of salt 
meats and butter as provisions gives a right to repayment of 
the Salt Tax, and refined or raw sugars put on board for the 
same use are rated as goods “ admitted temporarily.” 

French salt employed on board is exempt from consumption 
tax, while as to foreign salt, it is only exempted from Customs 
duty on condition of its being used at sea for salting cod fished 
off Iceland or the Doggerbank. 

In addition to the Soantics mentioned above, twenty francs 
per 100 kilos. are paid for cod-roes caught by and brought to 
France by French vessels. The amount of codfish brought to 
Bordeaux in 1897 by French ships from the Great Newfound- 
land Bank was 346,969 metric quintals. 

The codfish on arrival at Bordeaux is washed and afterwards 
dried either in ovens or by the sun. The codfish prepared in 
Bordeaux is much less salt and hard than that prepared else- 
where, and cannot be exported to distant countries in the same 
way. 

It only competes, therefore, with foreign codfish in Europe 
and the Mediterranean. 
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X.—THE SIUTTGART COMMERCIAL MUSEUM. 


According to a report of the United States Consul at Stutt- 
gart, the Musterlager or Commercial Museum in that city seems 
to be very useful to its members. 

The report of this German association for the year 1897 
states, inter alia, that the trade with India, which was develop- 
ing well in past years, has suffered from the plague, such articles 
as watches, jewellery, and articles of luxury being especially 
affected. 

The visits to the sample rooms were about the same as in 
former years; the purchasers ordered novelties principally, and 
bought, as far as South and Central American markets were 
concerned, the old staple articles only in small quantities. 

The number of articles hereinafter mentioned as ordered 
through the museum gives an idea of the variety of the ex- 
hibition, and shows that by its connection with the best German 
manufacturers, the association is in a position to give the fullest 
information about German industries and to place foreign orders 
with the best and most efficient manufacturers. 

The number of purchasers through the office for the three 
years last past were: In 1895, 333; in 1896, 371; in 1897, 358.

The orders received were divided among 439 manufacturers 
from Wurtemberg and elsewhere. The year 1897 brought 
no losses whatever to the members. Orders were received 
last year from the principal cities of both hemispheres, even 
including such remote centres as Hong Kong, Bombay, Colombo, 
Sydney, Melbourne, and Johannesburg. ‘The following is a 
partial list of articles ordered at the sample room, personally 
or by correspondence :—Chemicals and pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, medical wines, sparkling and still wines, beer, oilcloths, 
corks, chocolate, candies, sugar, dried vegetables, gelatine, 
cigars, hops, sausages, perfumeries, stoneware, porcelain and 

lassware, meerschaum and amber articles, sandstones, steel 
and barbed wire, household machines of all kinds, water filters, 
pumps, printing presses, canvas shoes, gloves, india rubber 
goods, tin foil, iron, tin, copper, aluminium, wire, metal, nickel 


» and silver plated ware, mathematical instruments, thermo- 


meters, optical instruments, iron furniture, iron safes, silver- 
ware, clocks, watches, ivory, bone and jet ware, bicycles, sewing 
cotton and silk, worsteds, knitting yarn, ribbons, laces, linen, 
felt, cotton and woollen goods, pianos and musical instruments 
of all kinds, and a great number of other articles. 

The number of catalogues now issued is 9,575.

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XIIL—BUREAU OF COMMERCIAL INFORMATION AT 
VERA CRUZ. 


A despatch, dated 25th October last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Vera Cruz reporting that 
the Government of the State of Vera Cruz has appointed Mr. 
A. M. Gaw, an American special agent at Xalapa, to the Bureau 
of Information (thus affording the facility of corresponding in 
English to those desirous of inquiring into the resources of the 
State with a view to invest capital), and has issued a circular 
having reference to the Bureau referred to, as follows :— 

The Governor of the State of Vera Cruz, Mexico, has, within 
the past year, established in Xalapa a special bureau of infor- 
mation, through which it is proposed to furnish such persons 
as may be interested any general or specific information that 
may be desired respecting the State of Vera Cruz, 

Among the States of the Mexican Republic there is probably 
none more advantageously situated or more richly endowed by 
Nature than the State of Vera Cruz. Bordering, for its 
whole great length, the Gulf of Mexico, and extending 
southward to the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, it occupies the 
territory through which the tide of travel and trade is 
destined to pass to and from the South American States. Well 
provided with railroads and, in lower levels, with numerous 
navigable rivers, the producer finds easy access to the sea ports 
of the Gulf coast and to Salina Cruz on the Pacific, while, by 
different lines of railway, the interior of the country can be 
quickly and cheaply reached. The State is also well provided 
with water power for manufactories or industries of any 
description or magnitude. 

The State is developing rapidly, and is about to receive fresh 
impetus through the projection of several new lines of railway, 
and through the improvements to the harbours of Vera Cruz, 
Coatzacoalcos, and Salina Cruz. That of Vera Cruz is almost 
completed, vessels being now able to receive and discharge 
cargo from the city’s wharves. 

The design of the bureau is to furnish, without charge, reli- 
able information from official sources to any who may wish to 
acquaint themselves with the advantages offered by the State 
of Vera Cruz, with the view of investing in lands, engaging 
in agricultural or mechanical pursuits, opening channels of 
trade, or developing, in any form, the resources of the State, 
and also to advise with those who may visit the State for such 
purposes. 

Inquiries may be addressed to Alexander M. Gaw, special 
agent, Xalapa, State of Vera Cruz, Mexico. 

The Consul adds:—“ At the same time, persons intending 
to invest capital in Mexico should be made aware that, owing 
to the undeveloped state of the country, it is as yet difficult to 
obtain correct and reliable information on many points, and 
that previous personal inspection is advisable.”

XITI.—_THE ADVANTAGES OF PINEAPPLE FIBRE. 


The Calcutta Journal, “Capital,” states that it appears some- 
what curious that pineapple fibre was years ago experimented 
with and by English spinners. In India also, although 
no difficulty apparently attends the separation of the fibre, it 
is turned to very little account. The far-famed weavers of 
Dacca, when _ since an attempt was made to induce them 
to bring the staple into use, would have none of it. In Burma 
again, where the plant is so abundant, the fibre seems to be 
utterly neglected. 

On the other hand, there is a considerable amount of infor- 
mation extant which seems to furnish corroborative evidence 
as to pineapple fibre actually possessing the essential properties 
required to make it a good substitute for flax. It has even been 
claimed that in both its wild and cultivated forms the pineapple 
yields fibres which, when spun, surpass those obtained from the 
ideal flax in strength, fineness, and lustre. 

It has been stated that a certain quantity of the fibre pre- 
pared at Singapore tested against an equal quantity of flax sus- 
tained 350 Ibs., while the latter could not bear more than 
260 lbs. Another advantage held to be peculiar to pineapple 
fibre is imperviousness to moisture. Ropes made of it are thus 
said to withstand constant immersion in water; and for the 
same reason and its non-liability to rot it is used in India 
for threading necklaces. 

As to the characteristics that render it readily adaptable for 
textile purposes, it has been observed by one writer on the 
subject that the mere process of bleaching suffices to destroy 
the adhesion between the bundles of fibres, and so renders it 
fit for spinning in the same way as flax. The isolated filaments 
are described as very fine, of a tolerably regular diameter from 
end to end, but of different size, of remarkable flexibility, curl- 
ing and crisping readily under mechanism. It has been 
confidently asserted that the fibre can be employed as a sub- 
stitute for silk, and as a material for mixing with wool and 
cotton, as silk is now so extensively employed. For sewing 
thread, twist, trimmings, laces, curtains, and the like, its parti- 
cular qualities seem to render it specially applicable. 

From the pineapple of the Philippines a famous cloth is 
manufactured, much esteemed for its fine hair-like fibres, but 
this is considered as perhaps belonging to a different species. 
Reference has also been made to a plantation established years 
ago at Singapore by a Chinaman, ha there prepared pineapple 


fibre for export to his native country to be used “in the manu- 
facture of linen.”

XV.—TARIFF CHANGES AND CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS.

Tariff Classifications. 


According to information received through the Foreign 
Office, the Department of Customs in St. Petersburg 
notifies, under circular dated the 12th October, that bolts, 
screws for wood, and other articles of metal imported together 
with machines for the purpose of the erection and connection 
of separate parts of the same, shall be cleared under the corre- 
sponding points of Section 167 of the Customs Tariff in common 
with the machines. 

The Foreign Office have received information, through H.M. 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, that the Russian Customs 
Department has notified, under circular of the 20th October/Ist 
November, that only such salts of copper or of arsenic (including 
Parisian or Schweinfurth green), in powder or pressed cakes, 
shall be admitted duty free under observation to Section 133 of 
the Customs Tariff, as may contain an admixture of not less 
than 5 per cent. of powdered charcoal, the object of the order 
being to prevent the salts in question being used as colouring 
matter. 

The Russian Customs Department has issued a notice, under 
date of the 26th October/7th November, 1898, to the effect that 
under corresponding points of Section 74 of the Conventional 
Russian Customs Tariff, may be cleared only such ornaments 
and decorations of moulded clay for the construction and facing 
of stoves as may, both in shape and dimensions, correspond with 
the clay products serving as material for the erection of such 
stoves. 


Dock Charges at Riga. 


The Foreign Office have received, through H.M. Consul at 
Riga, a table of the charges which have been fixed by the Riga 
Exchange Committee for the docking of ships in the new float-

Norway. 
Regulations for the Importation of Wine. 


With reference to a recent shipment of Tarragona wine 
from London to Christiania, and subjected to the highest 
spirit duties in the latter port, instead of the ordinary duty on 
wines, because the wine was not accompanied by a certificate 
of origin, a despatch, dated 25th November last, has been re- 
ceived at the Foreign Office from H.M. Consul-General at 
Christiania enclosing copy of a Customs circular of the Nor- 
wegian Government, dated the 5th September last, as follows :— 

“For further guidance in carrying out the Department’s 
circular of the 13th December, 1897, relating to the treatment 
of wine by the Norwegian Customs, notice is hereby given that 
the Department holds that, with regard to Note I., under 
“Spirits” in the Customs Tariff, which reads as follows : — 

“*Should mixtures containing alcohol be entered under other 
‘denominations in the tariff, the Customs Department may 
order that the article be assessed as spirits......... F 

“This Note can be interpreted, in connection with imported 
wine, to the effect that goods which, on examination, are found 
to be chiefly an artificial product, shall be treated as spirits. It is 
particularly considered that goods which are not ‘hot’ (‘hed’) 
wine, and which it is found from their nature must be regarded 
as so-called ‘country wine’ (‘Landvin’), mixed with alcohol, 
are not to be allowed to enter as wine when their strength 
exceeds 17 per cent. alcohol; in connection with which it is, 
however, taken for granted that cases may arise in which it 
may be necessary, for the sake of fortifying the wine, to add 
a small percentage of alcohol.” 

It is observed that wine imported from Spain, Portugal, or 
from any most favoured nation, either direct or under direct 
bill of lading (even if it has been transhipped or warehoused 
in bond in a third country), and, in so far as the importation is 
indirect, accompanied by a certificate of origin, should, without 
a sample of the wine being sent, be peli as wine when the 
strength specified in the certificate does not essentially differ 
from that Cael to exist on examination by the Customs. 


Proposed modification of Excise Duty on Sugar. 

A despatch, dated 22nd November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Brussels recalling the 
circumstance that the Belgian Government had, during the 
sittings of the Conference, announced their intention of alter- 
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ing the system on which the excise duty on sugar is levied in 
Belgium. The Minister of Finance has, moreover, frequently 
announced his desire to do this, and to lower the rate of excise 
duty to 15 francs per 100 kilos. 

Sir F. Plunkett adds that the refiners, merchants, and others 
interested in the sugar trade, have now represented to the Mini- 
ster that this change, atso early a date, would seriously damage 
their business, as they cannot dispose, within so short a time, 
of the heavy stocks of sugar now on hand, and he has, therefore, 
just presented to the Chamber a draft of law postponing the 
radical reform for another year, viz., till October, 1900. 

In order, however, to facilitate the passage from the present 
to the future system, the new Bill proposes to raise the prise en 
charge from its actual rate of 1,900 grammes to 2,000 for the 
sugar campaign of 1899—1900. 


Tariff Modifications. 


A despatch, dated 25th November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Brussels, transmitting 
copies of a Ministerial Decree, dated 23rd November last, 
placing the following articles of mercers’ and ironmongers’ ware 
in the class of goods which pay 5 per cent. ad valorem duty :— 

Clasps, mounted or not, of metal, of metal and bone, &c., for 
book bindings. 

Sheets of ivory, tortoiseshell, hardened wood, celluloid, &c., 
ornamented and incrusted or not, for the manufacture of book 
bindings. 


GERMANY. 


Clearing Woollen Yarns at Cologne Custom House. 

A copy of a memorandum by the Commercial Attaché to 
H.M. Embassy at Berlin has been received at the Board of 
Trade, through the Foreign Office, to the effect that the 
“Central Blatt” of the 11th November last announced that the 
Bundesrath decided, on the 20th October, that the chief Custom 
House for clearing foreign imports at Cologne should be autho- 
rised to clear woollen yarns falling under No. 41 c2 in the 
German tariff. This heading includes: 

(2) Hard combed yarns of wool, glazed (Glanzwoll), and over 
20 centimetres in length, not mixed with other spinning 
materials. 

(a) Single, undyed or dyed, and double dyed, paying a duty 
of 3 marks per 100 kilos. 

(b) Double and dyed, also twisted of three or more strands, dyed 
or undyed, paying a duty of 24 marks per 100 kilos. 
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AFRICA. 
Reduction of Export Duty on Corn. 


The Foreign Office have received, through H.M. Ambassador 
at Berlin, copy of a Customs circular, issued by the Governor 
of German East Africa, as follows. This circular was dated 
2nd September last :— 

From the Ist October, 1898, the export duty on corn will 
again be reduced to the original rate. Accordingly, from that 
day commodities falling under the duty rate, 17 to 20 instead of 
30, 40, and 80 pesa per 100 Ibs. (English), will pay only 15, 20, 
or 40 pesa. 

The circular of January 21st, 1898, is hereby cancelled. 


FRANCE. 


Classification of Iron Bars. 


The British Chamber of Commerce in Paris calls attention to 
the fact that the French Customs administration have given 
notice of a change of classification in the case of certain iron 
bars. Iron bars, says the notice, “cold drawn”’ (étirés a froid 

ar tréfilage) are imported in all shapes from Germany and the 

nited States of America for the manufacture of screws, bolts, 
nuts, axles, &c. These bars, which are from 3 to 5 metres in 
length, with a diameter from 6 to 80 m/m., have a more regular 
surface than hot drawn iron bars (Jaminées d chaud). By reason 
of the process used in their manufacture they are smooth and 
as though polished. Their value is higher than that of ordinary 
iron. Doubts have been expressed as to the régime under 
which they should be classed, since the duties provided by the 
tariff of 1892 for bar iron, viz.,5 francs per 100 kilo. for ingots 
and 6 francs per 100 kilo. for others, have been fixed specially 
for hot-dressed iron. The Comité Consultatif having been 
requested to give an opinion on the matter, decided that 
in future cold-drawn bar iron or steel as above should come 
under article 212 of the tariff, viz., iron or steel wire of more 
than 2 m/m. in diameter, duty 7 frances per 100 kilo. 


New Tariff on Spanish Wines. 


A despatch, dated 22nd November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador at Madrid, reporting 
that from the above date a new tariff would be imposed on 
Spanish wines imported into France. 

The duties imposed under the old tariff are at the rate of 70 
centimes for every degree of alcohol per hectolitre. In the 
amended tariff the duties are to be fixed at 12 francs per hecto- 
litre, on wines containing 12 degrees but less than 13 degrees 
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of alcohol, and one franc fifty-six centimes on every further 
degree of alcohol. 

he result will be that wines of 10 degrees of alcohol which 
previously paid 7 francs per hectolitre will now have to pay 
12 franes; those of 11 degrees, before assessed at 7.70 francs, 
12 franes; those of 12 degrees, which before paid 8°4 francs, 
will now pay 12 francs; wines of 13 degrees of alcohol, which 
paid 9°10 francs per hectolitre, 13°56 francs ; those of 14 degrees, 
before paying 9°80, now 15°12 francs per hectolitre. 

The increased duties, therefore, fall most heavily on wines of 
a low degree of alcohol, the average strength of Spanish wine 
ee to France being 13 to 14 degrees of alcohol. 

t is stated that the Spanish Ambassador in Paris is attempt- 
ing to have these duties reduced from 12 to 10 francs, but 
nothing is yet known of the result of His Excellency’s negotia- 
tions. 

Owing to the law that financial reforms come into force on the 
day following their proposal in the Chamber, the increased 
duties were to be enforced from the 22nd November, on the 
condition that any excess will be repaid in case the reform is 
eventually rejected or modified. 


FrancE—ITALY. 


New Commercial Arrangement. 


A despatch, dated 22nd November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador in Paris, stating 
that it is announced that a commercial arrangement has been 
concluded between the French and Italian Governments on the 
basis of the most favoured nation treatment. 

The commercial arrangements between France and Italy were 
terminated in 1888, when differential tariffs were imposed on 
‘ both sides. This state of things continued until 1892, when 
the new French Customs Tariff came into force, and importa- 
tions from Italy became subject to the duties of the Maximum 
Tariff, while the Minimum Tariff was accorded to all countries 
with which France had commercial arrangements. 

The arrangement now announced puts an end to the war of 
tariffs which has existed nearly eleven years, and its terms 
are stated to be as follows :— 

The two Governments agree to ask Parliamentary sanction 
for the most favoured nation treatment being granted on both 
sides, except in the case of Italian silks and silk goods imported 
into France, which will remain subject to the general tariff. 

The tariff on foreign wines imported into France is to be 
modified, and a Bill has been laid before the Chamber of 
Deputies by the Minister of Commerce for raising the present 
duties. 
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In accordance with the Law of the “ Cadenas,” these duties 
are imposed forthwith K | a Presidential Decree which appeared 
in the “ Journal Officiel” of the 22nd November, and which

It is stated that, independently of the most favoured nation 
treatment guaranteed to French goods by the new arrangement, 
which will entail the benefit of the reductions of the treaties 
concluded by Italy with Germany, Great Britain, Austria, and 
Switzerland, the Tialian Government have consented to ask the 
Italian Parliament to sanction a law authorising a reduction of 
duty on about eighty articles comprised in the Italian tariff, 
including wines, brandies, medicines, perfumery, tissues of all 
kinds, ready-made goods, corsets, articles de Paris, bonnets, 
preserved vegetables and fish, haberdashery, ce. 

It is stated that the arrangements come to will be laid before 
the Chamber of Deputies very shortly. 

In a despatch dated 22nd November last, H.M. Ambassador at 
Rome transmits a Notice on the same subject published by the 
Agence Stefani. 

Tn a further despatch, dated November 29th, H.M. Ambassa- 
dor at Paris forwards to the Foreign Office copies of a Bill 
authorising the French Government to apply the minimum 
tariff to goods of Italian origin, with the exception of silk and 
silk goods. 

The Bill encloses a list of the French goods imported into 
Italy on which special reductions have been granted beyond 
those obtained by the application of the Italian Conventional 
Tariff. Also a list of the articles exported from France which 
will benefit by the application of the Italian Conventional Tariff.

A despatch, dated 28th November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador at Madrid trans- 
mitting a copy and translation of a Royal Order modifying 
section B of the Royal Order of the 25th September, 1897, in 
regard to certificates of origin. 

The present Royal Order states that when it is impossible to 
give the particulars of residence and domicile required in the 
certificate, a statement may be made in the document to the 
effect that the manufactory or building stands in a place where 
there are no numbered houses or named streety. 

As a matter of equity this order will be applied to cases ot 
this kind now waiting decision.

Prohibition of the Export of Silver Coins. 


A despatch, dated 26th October last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Lisbon, transmitting a 
translation of a Royal Decree of the 20th October in virtue of 
which the Governor-General of Mozambique is authorised to 
prohibit provisionally the exportation of Portuguese silver coins 
from the Province of Mozambique.

Increase of Duties on Spirits and Tobacco. 

A report, dated October 15th last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Paramaribo, enclosing copy 
and translation of Ordinance No. 33 of 1898, issued by the 
Government of that colony, increasing the duties on spirits, 
opium, bhang, tobacco, &c., as follows :— 

Article 1—In the tariff for import duty enacted by virtue of 
Article 1 of the Ordinance of the 10th May, 1887, as it runs 
after its being amended by the Ordinances dated September 11, 
1889; August 3, 1894; November 17, 1894; November 21, 
1895 ; and November 2, 1896, should, in the column “ dues,” be 
read :— 

Spirits, per hectolitre, fl. 100, instead of fl. 75. 

Opium, ganga and bhang, and all other extracts thereof, per 

kilog., fl. 30, instead of fl. 10. 

Cigars and cigarettes, per kilog, fl. 3, instead of fl. 2. 

Tobacco (either in rolls or leaves), per kilog., fl. 1, instead 

of fi. 0°60. 

Cut tobacco, per kilog., fl. 1°25, instead of fl. 0°75. 

Article 2—The second and third clauses of Article 15 of the 
Ordinance of the 10th May, 1887, as amended by Article 9 of 
the Ordinance of the 11th September, 1889, and of Article 2 of 
the Ordinance of the 21st November, 1895, should read as 
follows :— 

“Cigars and cigarettes imported are subject to an import 

duty of 30 cents. per 100 grams or fraction thereof. 

“Opium imported by chemists is liable to an import duty 

of fl. 3 per 100 grams or fraction thereof.” 

Article 3—This Ordinance takes effect from and on a day to 
be fixed by the Governor. 


UNITED STATES. 


‘Drawback on Exports of Sugar and Syrups. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copy of Circular of the Treasury Department of the United 
States with reference to the drawback on the exports of sugar 
and syrups as follows :— 

On the exportation of sugar and syrup refined wholly from, 
raw sugar imported under the Act of July 24, 1897, a drawback 
will be allowed equal in amount to the duty paid on the sugar 
used in the manufacture, less 1 per cent. of such duty. 

1. When the exported sugar is “ hard refined,’ commerciall 
known as loaf, cut loaf, cube, granulated, crushed, or cout rest f 
testing by the polariscope 99°5 or above, and is refined 
wholly from one grade of raw cane or beet sugar, used 
separately, the rate of drawback thereon for each 100 Ibs.

2. When sugar of one kind, but of different grades, is used 
in a “melt,” the quantity of each grade so used must be shown 
in the drawback entry, and the drawback on hard refined shall

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be computed on the basis of the several percentages identified 
and the rate prescribed for each grade. 

3. When cane and beet sugars are mixed in refining, the 
drawback entry must show the quantity of each kind and grade 
of sugar used in the manufacture, and in liquidation of entries 
the drawback on hard refined, for the several percentages of 
each kind and grade of raw sugar used, shall be determined in 
the same manner as if the sugars identified had been used 
separately. 

4. When duty has been levied and paid on imported sugar 
under the provisions of section 5 of the tariff Act, such duty, 
computed on the basis of the amount “charged” in the fore- 
going schedule for each kind and grade of raw sugar identified, 
shall be used in determining the rate of drawback due on hard 
refined sugar, in addition to the duties otherwise imposed by the 
said Act. : 

5. When “soft refined” sugar is exported, the drawback 
thereon shall be apportioned to that on hard refined made from 
the same kind and grade of raw sugar, on the basis of its polari- 
zation and an assumed polarization of 100° for hard refined. 
For determination of drawback, all refined sugars polarizing 
less than 99°5° shall be regarded as soft refined. 

6. The preliminary entry must show the marks and numbers 
of the shipping packages, with their average gross and net 
weights, and the kinds of refined sugar contained therein, 
describing the same, separately, by their commercial designa- 
tions. 

7. The drawback entry must show the quantity and polaris- 
copic test of each kind of sugar exported, and samples shall be 
taken as ordered by the Collector to be submitted to the 
appraiser for verification of the declared test, but in no case 
shall the test used as the basis of allowance of drawback exceed 
such declared test. 

8. In the sampling and testing of exported refined sugars, 
the same general rule shall apply as in the case of imported 
refined sugars. The regulation round tin sample box shall be 
used for preserving the samples, which, in the case of soft refined 
sugar, must be firmly packed full, and the cover placed thereon 
at once. 

The sugars shall be sampled with a trier specially provided 
for the purpose, and the sample shall be drawn from the middle 
of the package. Such percentage shall be taken as in the judg- 
ment of the sampling officer may be necessary to afford a fair 
representation of each kind of sugar in the shipment, and all 
samples must be sent promptly to the appraiser for report of 
test. 

9. The drawback on syrup shall be as follows:—On syrup 
valued at 3 cents per gallon or less, 14 cent per gallon; on 
syrup valued above 3 cents and not above 14 cents per gallon, 
the drawback shall equal one-half the value of the syrup; on 
syrup valued above 14 cents per gallon, 7 cents per gallon.

10. The values herein named are the values “in tank” at the 
refinery, in condition as thrown finally from the centrifugal in the 
regular process of sugar manufacture. When, after such pro- 
cess, the syrup has been passed through filters, or subjected to 
treatment, other than mixing in the vacuum pan, whereby its 
character and value have been enhanced, the fact must be 
shown in the drawback entry, and a deduction must be made 
therefor of 4 cents per gallon, in addition to the usual deduc- 
tion from the price “ free on board,” to find its value as a basis 
for determining the rate of drawback. When the syrup is 
exported in condition as thrown from the centrifugal, in the 
sense herein explained, such fact must be declared in the draw- 
back entry. 

11. When the exported syrup has been produced by boiling 
wholly imported molasses for the purpose of extracting sugar 
therefrom, the drawback on such syrup per gallon shall equal 
four-fifths of the duty paid per gallon on the imported molasses 
used, and the remaining duty shall be applied as drawback on 
the sugar product, when exported, on the basis of the quantity 
of sugar extracted: Provided, That in no case shall allowance 
be made on a quantity of syrup in excess of 50 gallons for each 
100 gallons of imported molasses identified, and that when the 
sugar product, or any part thereof, is exported, the total quantity 
of sugar produced from the imported molasses identified must 
be declared in the drawback entry. 

12. To find the quantity to be charged on the record of im- 
portation when the exported syrup has been refined from raw 
sugar, divide the drawback allowed on the syrup by the duty 

aid per pound on the raw sugar identified. 

13. Values declared in drawback entries, as herein provided, 
must be verified by the Collector and quantities by United 
States weighers and gaugers prior to liquidation of entries.

Tonnage Dues. 


The following is a copy ef a Circular, dated 11th October last, 
which has been received at the Foreign Office through H.M. 
Ambassador at Washington, relating to tonnage dues in Cuba: 

At all ports or places in Cuba which may be in possession or 
under administrative control of the land or naval forces of the 
United States, there shall be levied the following tonnage dues 
until further orders :— 

(a) On entry of a vessel from a port or place not in Cuba, 
$0°20 per net ton. 

(b) bn entry of a vessel from another port or place in Cuba, 
engaged at the time of entry in the coasting trade of Cuba, 
$0°02 per net ton.

(c) The rate of tax on a vessel which enters or clears in ballast 

shall be one-half of the rate imposed by sub-division (a) or (0). 
_ (d) A vessel which has paid the tonnage tax imposed on entry 
from a port or place not in Cuba, shall not be liable to tonnage 
tax on entering another port or place in Cuba during the same 
voyage, until such vessel again enters from a port or place not 
in Cuba. 

(e) An express steamship, engaged in carrying the mails in 
the service of a steamship line which is furnishing, under an 
agreement or contract with a Government, a regular semi- 
monthly mail service from a port not in Cuba to a port on the 
south coast of Cuba, or a regular semi-weekly mail service from 
a port not in Cuba to a port on the north coast of Cuba, shall be 
exempt from tonnage taxes upon being furnished by the 
Secretary of War with a certificate that it is so employed. 

(f) The tonnage tax on entries of a vessel from a port or 
place not in Cuba shall not exceed, in the aggregate, $2°00 per 
net ton in any one year, beginning from the date of the first 
payment. 

The tonnage tax on entries of a vessel from other ports or 
places in Cuba, engaged at the time of entry exclusively in the 
coasting trade of Cuba, shall not exceed 40 cents per net ton 
in any one year, beginning from the date of the first payment. 

Upon receipt of this order by the officer in command of the 
United States forces at any port or place in the Island of Cuba 
in possession of the United States, said order will be proclaimed 


and enforced. 
Tariff Regulations. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, copies of the following Circulars relating to tariff matters 
for ports in Cuba in the possession of the United States :— 

Article 14 of the Customs Tariff and Regulations for Ports in 
Cuba in Possession of the United States, is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows :— 

“Any goods, wares, or merchandise, not duly entered for 
payment of duty within ninety days after importation, shall 
be sold at auction by order of the officer in command of United 
States’ forces, after five days’ public notice, conspicuously posted 
at the port; provided, that the period of ninety days may be 
extended by said officer, not exceeding a period of six months 
from the date of importation when good and sufficient reasons 
therefor are presented to him, if in his judgment the interests 
of the Government will permit of such extension. The pro- 
ceeds of such sale will be kept for ten days, subject to the 
demand of the importer, after deduction of the proper duties on 
the goods and all expenses of storage and sale.” 

The commanding officer has been authorised to lease a build- 
ing for the storage of imported merchandise not entered at the 
Custom House, as contemplated by Article 14 of the Customs 
Regulations for Cuba. The storage will be at the sole risk of

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importers, and every expense connected therewith will be 
charged to the respective goods. ’ 

Upon the occupation and possession of any ports or places 
in the Island of Cuba by the forces of the United States, beef 
cattle and food supplies, intended for the relief of the starving 
inhabitants of the island, may be admitted free of duty, subject 
to the discretion of the commanding officer of the United States’ 
forces at the port of entry, who is hereby charged with respon- 
sibility for the gratuitous distribution of said food supplies to 
the starving inhabitants of the island. 

Disposition Seventh, Rule 3, of the Customs Tariff and Regu- 
lations for Ports in Cuba in Possession of the United States, 
prohibiting the importation of “Butter and animal greases 
destined to alimentary purposes, manufactured with margarine 
or oleomargarine,” and a duty of 4°40 pesos per 100 kilos. 
is levied and collected on butterine, oleomargarine, and 
butter and animal greases intended for alimentary purposes, 
manufactured with margarine or oleomargarine. 

Tariff Circular, No. 2, dated September 3, 1898, is hereby 
amended so as to allow transportation without further entry of 
duty-paid merchandise between ports or places in the military 
possession and control of the United States in Cuba, or between 
ports in such possession and control in Porto Rico, but not 
from such a port in Cuba to such a port or place in Porto Rico 
or vice versa. 

Whenever duty-paid merchandise is exported from a port in 
the military possession and control of the United States in one 
of said islands to a similar port in the other, the duty collected 
shall be refunded and the merchandise shall be subject to entry 
and assessment of duty at the port of destination as a direct 
importation. 

2644.—Condensed milk, including weight of immediate cover- 
ing will pay 4°75 pesos per 100 kilos. 

Oxen for Pld » purposes and bovine animals for breeding 
purposes and for immediate food supplies, and ploughs and other 
agricultural implements, not machinery, may, until otherwise 
directed, be imported into any ports in the Island of Cuba, 
occupied and possessed by the forces of the United States, free 
of customs duty. 


Unitep States—Porto Rico. 


Tonnage Dues. 


At all ports or places in Porto Rico the following navigation 
and port charges are to be levied :— 

“On entry of a vessel from a port or place not in Porto Rico, 
or not in the United States, 20 cents per net ton. 

“On the entry of a vessel from a port or place not in Porto 
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Rico, and not in the United States. lading or discharging cargo 
which is less than the net tonnage of the vessel, dues $1°00 per 
1,000 kilograms may be imposed at the option of the master, 
consignor, or consignee of the cargo in lieu of the tonnage tax 
above prescribed. 

“On entry of a vessel only to discharge or take on board 
passengers and their baggage the tonnage tax above prescribed 
shall not be imposed. | 

“The following shall be exempt from tonnage dues : — 

“A vessel belonging to or employed in the service of the 
Government of the United States ; 

“ A vessel of a foreign Government not engaged in trade ; 

“* A vessel in distress ; 

“ A yacht belonging to an organised yacht club of the United 
States, or of a foreign nation which imposes no tonnage or 
equivalent taxes on American yachts ; 

“A vessel engaged in trade between the United States and 
Porto Rico ; 

“A vessel engaged in the coasting trade of Porto Rico. 

“The tonnage of a vessel shall be the net or register tonnage 
expressed in her national certificate of registry.” 


Tariff Regulations. 


Paragraph 228, under the Import Rates of Duty, Customs 
Tariff and Regulations for Ports in Porto Rico in Possession 
of the United States, is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows :— 

“ Books, bound or unbound, and other printed matter, to 
pay pesos 2°50 per 100 kilo. net. 

Paragraph 247. Wood, in the piece, for making hogsheads 
or casks for sugar or molasses, including hoops and heads, to 


pay 18 pesos per 100 kilos.

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
copies of the following Circulars issued by the War Department 
at Washington with reference to tariff regulations in the ports 
of the Philippines :— 

When duty has been paid upon merchandise entered at any 
port in the Philippine Islands in the possession and under the 
control of the military forces of the United States, and the 
importer desires to transport said merchandise, or any part 
thereof, to any other port or place in the Philippine Islands in 
the possession and under the control of the military forces of 
the United States, such merchandise shall be admitted at such 
port or place without further entry, upon identification of the 
merchandise and presentation of a certificate of the proper 
officer of the United States, showing the payment of the duties 
_ thereon at the port of original entry. 
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Paragraph 4 (“entrance and clearance of vessels ”) of Customs 
Tariff and Regulations for the Philippine Islands, is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows :— 

“Prior to the departure of any vessel from any of the ports 
herein designated, the master shall deposit with the proper 
officer a manifest of the outward cargo of such vessel, specifying 
the marks and numbers of packages, a description of their 
contents, with names of shippers and consignees, with a state- 
ment of the value of each separate lot; also, names of passengers 
and their destination. A clearance shall then be granted to 
the vessel. No prohibited or contraband goods shall be ex- 

rted. 
ie On arrival at any port in the possession of the United States 
of merchandise intended for exportation beyond the Philippine 
Islands, the duty imposed and collected thereon, under Article 
13 of the Customs Tariff, may be refunded on re-shipment 
under the supervision of a Customs officer, and clearance of the 
exporting vessel for a foreign port, or on satisfactory evidence 
of the landing abroad of such merchandise, which evidence 
shall consist of a landing certificate signed by the consignee 
and master and mate of the exporting vessel, and duly attested 
by a Customs officer or United States Consular officer at the 

rt of destination. 

“Tf practicable, such merchandise may be exported under 
bond with good and sufficient security, without payment of 
duty, and the bond may be cancelled on the production of the 
landing certificate above specified.” 


Persia. 
The Bank of Persia and the Bushire Customs. 


The Customs arrangement which was inaugurated in the 

early part of the present year, when the control of the Customs 
was transferred from Persian hands into the custody of the 
Imperial Bank of Persia, has once more undergone a change. 
_ The “Times of India” states that it became known that the 
existing arrangement was to terminate on the 30th September, 
and that a Persian official would then be appointed to take 
charge on behalf of the Persian Government. 

It will be remembered that early this year the Imperial Bank 
of Persia suddenly announced that it had been granted the 
control of the Bushire Custom House as security for a loan of 
50,0007. which it had granted to his Imperial Majesty the Shah. 
A certain amount of friction prevailed for some time between 


the representative of the Imperial Bank and the natives in 
consequence of this announcement, but gradually things re- 
turned to their original groove, and Mr. Churchill, the Con- 
troller, was able to inaugurate a scheme which worked capitally. 
Everything remained thus until the 1st October last, when, in 
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accordance with orders from Tehran, control was resumed by 
the Persians, There are many rumours current in the town 
as to the reasons which have led to this step on the part of the 
Persian Government, but the one which has gained the widest 
eredence is that the Beghla Begi, or Minister of Customs, has 
advanced the sum necessary to pay off the Bank of Persia. 

The control of the Customs by the bank was an arrangement 
which gave rise to much complaint on the part of the European 
merchants, owing to the fact that the Bank only had charge of 
the money collected, and had very little influence amongst the 
subordinate officials, who were all Persians. Not only this, but 
more robberies took place during the new régime than had 
ever taken place before, and apparently the bank had no power 
to prevent these barefaced thefts. 


JAPAN. 
Imports under the New Tariff. 


The following order of the Japanese Minister of Finance has, 
according to the “ Japan Weekly Mail,” recently been issued :— 

“With regard to goods which, though entering a port of 
import previously to the day fixed for the enforcement of the 
General Tariff enacted by Law No. 14 of the 30th year of Mezjz, 
are not passed through the final stages of the procedure relating 
to imports until after that day, it is notified that such goods, 
whether stored in bonded warehouses or not, shall come under 
the operation of the Tariff, unless their invoices have been 
received by the Customs prior to the day for enforcing the 
Tariff.” 

Harbour Regulations for Open Ports. 


With reference to a Notice appearing on p. 322 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” for September last, and which referred to 
harbour regulations in Japan, the Board of Trade have received, 
through the Foreign Office, copy of a Regulation issued by 
H.M. Minister at Tokio, as follows :— 

1. The Harbour Regulations for the Open Ports, issued by 
the Imperial Japanese Government on the 8th July, 1898, shall 
be binding on British subjects, and shall apply to British vessels 
arriving at, entering, or being within the limits of the Port of 
Yokohama, the Port of Kobe, or the Port of Nagasaki; and 
any British subjects infringing any of the provisions of the 
said regulations, for the infringement of which a penalty is 
prescribed by the said regulations, shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence, and shall on conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding 
two hundred yen. 

2. This regulation shall extend to the Consular districts of 
Yokohama, Kobe, and Nagasaki, and subject to the provisions 
of the said Order in Council, came into force in the Con- 
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sular District of Yokohama on the 10th October, 1898, and in 
the Consular Districts of Kobe and Nagasaki on the 1st Novem- 
ber, 1898. 

H.M. Consul, in his despatch, adds that as long as the regu- 
lations remained in force the fines would, in accordance with the 
existing practice, be levied by Her Majesty’s Consuls. 


Consular Invoices and Certificates of Origin. 


The Board of Trade have received information through the 
Foreign Office that, according to a telegram from H.M. Ambas- 
sador at Tokio, Consular invoices are not required in respect of 
goods imported into Japan under the new Conventional Tariff. 

As regards certificates of origin, it is stated that in towns 
where there is no paid Japanese Consul, such certificates may 
be issued by H.M. Customs, by Mayors, and by Magistrates. 

The question of the issue of certificates of origin by Chambers 
of Commerce is stated to be under consideration. 


Britisn Inpra. 
Tariff Classifications. 


A Customs Circular of the Indian Government states that two 
descriptions of air-guns, called the “Quackenbush” and the 
“Gem,” when not adapted for use with explosive substances, 
should be classed as toys, and assessed to duty at five per cent. 
ad valorem under No. 110 of Schedule IV. of the Tariff Act. 

In supersession of the value assigned to European sail twine 
in No. 42 of Schedule IV. (Import Tariff) of the Indian Tariff 
Act, VIII. of 1894, as amended by Acts XVI. of 1894 and IIT. 
of 1896, the Governor-General has declared that the said article 
shall be assessed to duty ad valorem. 


VICTORIA. 


Drawback Regulations. 


The following additional drawback regulations have, accord- 
ing to the “ Australasian Trade Review,” recently been made 
by the Administrator of the Government of Victoria :— 

Subject to due compliance with the drawback regulations in 
so far as the same are not inconsistent with the following con- 
ditions, drawback may be allowed at the rate specified in such 
regulations on duty-paid hessians manufactured into bags in 
Victoria and exported containing goods, upon the production 
of the following evidence and any further evidence that the 
Collector of Customs may require. 
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1. The bag manufacturer to produce the original invoices and 
make a declaration to the following effect :— 

(a) That the bags on which drawback is claimed have been 
supplied to for the purpose of being filled 
for export. 

(b) The number of bags, and the quantity of hessian therein. 

(c) That the hessian was imported and duty paid, and is 
identical with that mentioned in the “original in- 
voice” produced. 

2. The miller, or the exporter of the goods, to make a declara- 
tion :— 

(a) That bags, containing yards of hessian, were 
obtained from for the purpose of being filled for 
export, and that all of such bags have been exported. 

(6) That the goods in such bags were bond fide sold outside 
the Colony of Victoria. 

(c) That the particulars of such sale, showing the number 
of bags, are recorded in his books. 

3. The bags to be shipped under supervision and drawback to 
be subsequently claimed by the exporter. 


Nata. 
Entry into the South African Customs Union. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial 
Office, copy of a Bill which has been a by the Legislative 
Council and Legislative Assembly of Natal, “to provide for the 
entry of the Colony of Natal into a South African Customs 
Union, and to amend the laws relating to the Customs.” 


XVI.—EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR 
REPORTS. 


TRANSPORT OF KEROSENE FROM Baku To BatTovum. 


A despatch, dated 14th November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Batoum reporting that 
telegraphic information reached Baku on the 12th November 
to the effect that the Tariff Committee of the Railway Depart- 
ment held a sitting at St. Petersburg on the 11th November in 
order to discuss the question of the introduction of modifications 
in the existing tariff for the transport of kerosene from Baku 
to Batoum, and that the meeting decided that on and after the 
Ist/13th February, 1899, the present tariff should be increased 
to the former level, viz., that the railway freight of 12 copecks 
per poud now charged for the transport of kerosene between 
the above-mentioned two points shall be raised to 19 copecks 
_ per poud.

INCREASE OF TRADE BETWEEN SWEDEN AND Hamsura. 


A communication, dated 9th November last, has been re- 
ceived at the Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Stockholm 
transmitting précis of an article published in a recent issue of 
the “Stockholms Dagsblad,” showing the great increase of 
trade that has taken place within the last two years between 
Sweden and the Port of Hamburg, as follows :— 

The trade of Hamburg with the three Scandinavian countries, 
but especially with Sweden, increased to a surprising extent 
during the course of the year 1897. For 1896 the statistics show 
that Sweden imported 39°6 million marks’ worth of goods from 
the Port of Hamburg, whereas 56°7 millions’ worth of goods 
were imported in 1897, an increase for the year of more than 
17 million of marks’ value. 

Sweden’s export to Hamburg, which is never considerable, 
fell off, on the other hand, from 17°5 millions of marks to 15°25 
millions of marks. 

Sweden’s principal article of import from Hamburg is coffee, 
of which 21°8 millions of marks’ worth was imported during 
1896, an increase in quantity of nearly 60 per cent. over the 
preceding year, but in value of only about 25 per cent. 

Other important articles which Sweden imported from Ham- 
burg during the year 1897 were smoked meats and pork to a 
value of 4°5 millions of marks, cotton to a value of 2°67 million 
marks, Chilean saltpetre to a value of 1°5 million marks, dry 
and salted hides to a value of 1°5 million marks, or nearly 50 
per cent. more than the preceding year. Woollen goods were 
imported to a value of one million marks, cotton goods to a value 
of 4 a million marks, machines, including sewing machines, 
882,995 marks, bicycles and parts of bicycles 312,060 marks, 
leather 604,020 marks, paper 542,850 marks, raw tobacco 
698,190 marks, mineral oils 442,260 marks, Messina oils 423,580 
marks, wool 469,500 marks, and copper to a value of 393,849 
marks. 

Compared with 1896, these figures show an increase in the 
import of almost all articles. 


German Suips THE CanaL 


A despatch, dated 11th November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Berlin, trans- 
mitting a memorandum relating to the'share taken by the 
German Empire in late years in the traffic of the Suez Canal, as 
follows :— 

The “ Norddeutsche Zeitung ” of the 8th November contained 
the following statement with regard to the share of Germany 
in the traffic of the Suez Canal. 
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Twenty years ago, the proportion of the whole falling to the 
German flag was only 1 per cent., whereas it is now 10°7 per 
cent. The fact that the German flag comes next after the 
English is all the more remarkable, as she has only quite re- 
cently acquired a port of her own in Asia, and, before that, 
merely had very small possessions in that part of the world in, 
comparison with France, Russia, Spain, Portugal, and Holland, 
who have all extensive colonial possessions on the other side 
of the Canal. But it is not solely this fact that shows the 
importance of the German flag. Another point is that the 
largest ships that go through the Suez Canal are German. Two 
years ago, in December, 1896, the double-screw steamer 
“Friedrich der Grosse,” of 10,000 tons, passed through the 
Canal, and paid in dues the sum of 72,000 francs, besides 
passenger fees. Equally large German ships have passed 
through since, and many more will soon be using it for the 
new fortnightly service to China and Japan. Four large 
steamers of over 10,000 tons each are now being built for this 

urpose in German yards, and are nearing their completion. 
With the establishment of this fast service the share of traffic 
in the Suez Canal will be considerably increased. This also 
involves a great increase in the dues to be paid. In 1895 
German ships paid 6,374,844 francs, and in 1897 as much as 
7,863,792 francs. 

These facts, put forward by the “ Norddeutsche Zeitung,” 
are important as showing the rapidly-growing German interests 
in Eastern traffic. 


PurcuasE OF War MATERIAL FOR ARGENTINA IN GERMANY. 


The Foreign Office have received information, through H.M. 
Chargé d’Affaires at Berlin, that, according to the “ Deutsche 
La Plata Zeitung,” Colonel Riccheri, of the Argentine Army, 
is about to visit Germany with a view to the purchase of the 
following war-like stores :— 
carbines, “modelo Argentino 91”; 30,000,000 cartridges for 
carbines, “modelo Argentino 91”; 30,000,000 cartridges for 
above; 200 infantry ammunition waggons, with harness, (838 
sets); 10,000 revolvers, with 300 rounds each; 10,000 lances, 
with steel shafts ; 20,000 cavalry swords ; 6,000 officers’ swords ; 
40,000 bayonets; 15 complete batteries of quick-firing field 
artillery (90 guns), with 500 rounds of shrapnel per gun; 16 
complete batteries of mountain artillery (90 guns), with 300 
rounds of shrapnel per gun; 6 complete batteries of field 
howitzers (36 pieces), with ammunition; harness (3,262 sets) 
for the above batteries; 255 artillery ammunition waggons ; 
25,000 high explosive shells; 100 transport waggons, with 
harness; 100 Maxim machine guns; 18 large calibre coast- 
defence howitzers; machinery and plant for a projectile factory. 
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It is added that the Maxims and large calibre howitzers may 
be purchased in a country other than Germany. 


Discovery oF Coat Fretps In WESTPHALIA. 


According to a report received at the Foreign Office from Mr. 
S. H. Gastrell, Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy in 
Berlin, an important discovery has recently been made by 
the Dortmunder Coal-boring Company in the neighbourhood of 
Nateln, in the district of Soest. They found there, on boring, 
a seam of coal at a depth of 464 metres. This discovery now 
proves that the beds of coal extend much further to the East 
from Dortmund than it was formerly thought. The seam dis- 
covered is ~—— to be of very good quality. At the same 
time as the boring was made, a salt spring was found at a 
depth of 256 yards. 

It would, therefore, appear that the coal beds of the Dort- 
mund district are considerably more extensive than those 
hitherto worked. 


Workinc or Mines 1n German Fast AFRICA. 


A despatch, dated 25th October last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Berlin, trans- 
mitting copies of an Imperial Decree, dated the 9th October, 
respecting the working of mines in German East Africa. 

‘The Decree, which. does not seem likely to find much applica- 
tion among British subjects, contains minute regulations with 
regard to the search for minerals—precious and non-precious. 
Of the former class, the following are withdrawn from the dis- 
posal and control of the proprietor :—Gold, silver, platinum, 
and precious stones; and of the latter class, all other metals, 
coal, and lignite, graphite, mica, and semi-precious stones. It 
further includes detailed provisions regulating the staking out 
and working of mining plots, the acquisition and exploitation 
of concessions, the rights and duties of miners, and the legal 
regulations in which the latter stand to the owners of the land. 
Digging and mining are forbidden to members of the official 
and military classes in the Protectorate without the previous 
consent of the authorities. The ownership of minerals thus 
acquired reverts to the Local Treasury (Landesfiscus), and also 
the right of further exploitation. 

The Decree comes into force on the date of its publication, 
except for the territory along the coast, the adjacent islands, 
and the district subject to the Imperial “Schutzbrief,” the 
date of operation for the latter places to be determined here- 
after by the Imperial Chancellor. 
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Raitway BripGE OVER THE DANUBE. 


A despatch, dated 29th October, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Bucharest reporting that, 
the ratifications of the Roumano-Serbian Convention for the 
construction of a railway bridge over the Danube, between 
Turn-Severin and Cladova, uniting the railway systems of the 
two countries, were exchanged on the 22nd October by the 
respective plenipotentiaries. 


Tue Commerctat Museum at Sorta. 


The Foreign Office have received from H.M. Minister at Sofia 
copy of the regulations of the Commercial and Industrial 
Museum which has lately been opened at Sofia by the Ministry 
of Commerce and Agriculture, with a catalogue of the exhibits 
and a copy of the directory published by the Museum autho- 
rities. 

According to these regulations, the Museum authorities will 
furnish foreigners with information as to the solvency of 
merchants upon prepayment of a fee of two francs. 


Concession FoR A GERMAN SvuGar Factory 1n Servi. 


A despatch, dated 7th November last, has been received at 

the Foreign Office from Mr. Ranald G. Macdonald, H.M. Consul 
at Belgrade, reporting that Mr. Alfred Haacke, engineer, of 
the firm of Haacke and Schallehn, of Magdeburg, Mr. Julius 
Goldstein, described as Consul at Ludwigshafen, and Mr. Max 
Weinschenck, banker, at Regensburg, have obtained from the 
Servian Government a concession for the establishment of a 
— factory in Servia. 
_ During 20 years, from the 30th October last, the conces- 
sionaires will enjoy the various privileges sanctioned by the new 
Law of the 16th/28th July, 1898, viz., exemption from import 
dues on material and machinery which cannot be procured in 
Servia, but which are essential for the construction of their 
factory, and freedom from State and municipal imposts of 
every description. 

Raw material, such as beet for the production of sugar, is 
allowed free entry into Servia for five years from the date that 
a Government Commission declares the factory to be in working 
order. 

State or municipal land, with building stone, gravel, &c., 
will be furnished gratis to the concessionaires, who are allowed 
rights of priority in the use of water power, and are accorded 
special facilities for purchasing timber from the State forests. 
The tariff on the State railways is also to be lowered in their 
favour 25 per cent. 
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The concessionaires undertake to begin the manufacture of 
sugar within two years of the date of the concession (the 30th 
October, 1898), and pledge themselves to produce all their sugar 
from Servian-grown beet after five years from the day that 
the factory is reported to be in working order. 

The capital to be employed is fixed at between 3 and 4 millions 
of dinars (from 120,000/. to 160,000/.). 

The value of the sugar imported into Servia in 1897 was 
65,9291., of which the whole is said to have come from Austria- 
Hungary. The cultivation of beet in Servia has hitherto been 
tried only as an experiment, and presents the problematic side 
of the German undertaking. 


Harsour Works THE Pirxvs. 

A report, dated 25th November last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at the Pireus, stating that a 
breakwater is now in course of construction off Cara Krakari on 
the north side of the entrance to the harbour, and that a buoy 
by day and a light by night mark the extent of the work. 


ALIEN IMMIGRATION REGULATIONS IN THE UNITED STATES. 


A despatch, dated 1st November last, has been received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador at Washington, trans- 
mitting hana Cireular, according to which all steamship 
companies and masters of vessels, bringing alien immigrants 
into the ports of the United States are required to furnish com- 
plete manifests of all such alien immigrants, whether travelling 
first or second class, or in the steerage. 


TRADE OF Mexico For 1897-8. 


According to a despatch, dated October 29th last, which has 
been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. Minister in 
Mexico, the total value of the import trade of Mexico for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1898, was 4,360,349/., as against 
4,220,409/. during the fiscal year of 1896-7, showing an increase 
of 139,9407. 

The value of the Mexican export trade during the same 
period is stated to be 12,897,274/. in the year 1897-8 and 
11,134,649/. in 1896-97, showing an increase of 1,763,625/.

Customs Recerets at MONTEVIDEO. 


According to a despatch received at the Foreign Office from 
H.M. Minister at Montevideo, the Customs receipts at that port 
for September last amounted to $755,093 (160,658/.), and show a 
falling off of about 2,230/. when compared with those for the 
corresponding month of last year. 
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SHIPPING THROUGH THE SvEz CANAL. 


The total number of vessels passing through the Canal in the 
month of August last amounted to 275, of a gross tonnage of 
1,003,097 tons. Of these 275 vessels, 177 were British, with a 
gross tonnage of 679,173 tons; 27 German, 102,224 tons; 15 
French, 64,400 tons; 18 Dutch, 47,046 tons; 6 Austro- 
Hungarian, 21,106 tons; 7 Italian, 21,096 tons; 4 Japanese, 
20,984 tons; 3 Russian, 15,968 tons; 11 Ottoman, 15,957 tons; 
3 Norwegian, 6,677 tons; 1 Danish, 4,245 tons; 2 Chinese, 
’ 2,578 tons; and 1 Egyptian, 1,643 tons. 


Tue Betrast Linen TRADE. 


According to the report of the Belfast Linen Trade Board, as 
published in the “Irish Textile Journal,” the general tone of 
the market during October was one of quiet steadiness, with here 
and there a trifling improvement. 

With the exception of France and Germany, the European 
markets in bleached and finished linens were very quiet, though 
Spain, perhaps, bought a trifle better than in September. 
According to the Board of Trade returns for October, there was 
an improvement in the value of the exports to Germany of 29 
per cent., and France 19 per cent., but in the case of Spain a 
falling-off of 30 per cent., compared with the same month last 
year. 
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With the. United States it can hardly be said that business 
made much headway, and the substantial advance noted in 
September was not followed up. The value of the exports for 
October showed an improvement of nearly 45 per cent. as com- 
pared with October, 1897. 

The South American markets, as a whole, showed further 
strength, and prospects were favourable. With Canada there 
was, perhaps, a slightly quieter feeling, though shipments re- 
mained large. The foreign West Indies improved quietly but 
-steadily, and Australian trade was also quotably better. 


PRODUCTION OF MANGANESE ORE. 


According to an official report by the United States Govern- 
ment, the output of manganese from the United States for 1597 
was 11,109 long tons, valued at 19,390/., as compared with 10,088 
tons, valued at 18,900/., in 1896. The output of 1896 came from 
seven states: Arkansas, California, Georgia, North Carolina, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia. In 1897 North 
Carolina and West Virginia reported no manganese production, 
-while Michigan and Tennessee each reported a small production. 
The country’s total output since 1880 has been 280,375 long tons, 
Virginia having contributed 163,980 tons, Georgia, 50,845 tons, 
and Arkansas, 46,068.

THE Soap Inpustry oF NEw ZEALAND. 


The “New Zealand Trade Review” notices a new industrial 
enterprise started in the neighbourhood of Wellington, This is a 
soap factory, and it is stated that the appliances for the work 
are very complete and up-to-date, and that it is the proprietor’s 
intention to devote himself chiefly to the manufacture of fancy 
soaps. 

The production of candles and soap was among the earliest of 
the manufacturing industries established in the Colony, as was only 
natural when the increase in the flocks and herds resulted in a good 
supply of tallow. The days when New Zealand had to import her 
supplies of common soap have long since passed away, and the im- 
portation in the year 1897 was only 138 ewt. 

There was once an export trade in common soap, chiefly to Fiji 
and the South Sea Islands. To judge from the returns, however, 
this trade seems to be steadily declining. In the year 1892, the 
exports were over 6,000 cwt., the value over 4,600]. But the 
figures have diminished year by year till in 1897 they stand as 
2,845 cwt., value 2,0381. 

The importations of fancy soaps are, however, increasing from 
year to year.

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It may be stated that in the year 1896 a new classification was 
adopted in the statistics, and the imports of “ Powder, Extract, &.” 
which are given separately in 1896 and 1897 were, before that, 
included under the general heading. This makes the increase the 
more striking. 

Judging from the above figures, there is ample room for the new 
enterprise, and with an import duty of 25 per cent., the ‘‘ Review” 
says that the proprietor ought to be able to make a success of it. 


Tur Fish Export TRADE OF NEW ZEALAND. 


The “New Zealand Trade Review” notices that the exports 
of fish, though still on a most modest scale, give encouraging 
evidence of rapid and substantial growth. This does not apply to 
the trade in oysters, which, for some reason, is rapidly declining, 
but to that in fish, frozen, potted, preserved, &c. 

The values of these shipments, New Zealand produce only, 
as shown in the last four volumes of trade statistics, are as 
follows :—

Looking to the figures for the latest year the classes of goods 
are described as follows: Fish, dried, 316/.; potted and preserved, 
5,8091.; frozen, 11,0737. The chief customers are as follows :— 
Victoria, 10,5941.; New South Wales, 2,812/.; Western Australia, 
2,026/. Further shipments go to other Australian ports to the 
value of 696/., so that the total shipments to Australia amount to 
16,128/. or within about 1,000¢. of the whole export. ° 

Though the trade is still small, the progress is most decided, and 
from local indications it may be concluded that the results are 
encouraging and that the expansion is likely to continue. The 
principal ports of shipment seem to be Bluff, Dunedin, and Auckland, 
but other ports are also developing a trade which should bring 
them into a more prominent position as exporters. It is said that 
at Napier there are already six trawlers engaged in the fishing 
trade in Hawkes Bay, that two more are on the way to the port 
and two others in course of construction, so that very shortly there 
will be ten trawlers at work there. From Greymouth also it is 
reported that there will be ten firms canning whitebait at that 
port this season. 


THe New ZEALAND FROZEN Rapsit TRADE- 


The “ New Zealand Trade Review ” states that a return has been 
issued relative to the exports of frozen rabbits from the colony 
during the last five years, showing the number and value thereof 
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shipped from the several ports. The following table gives a 
summary of this return :—

The return takes account of only frozen rabbits. Many thousands 
have, however, been exported in tins, notably from the Marl- 
borough district.

The consumption of coal in New Zealand in 1897 was estimated 
at 921,097 tons, the output from the local mines being 840,713 
tons, of which 76,078 tons were exported.

Over 90 per cent. of the total trade of the Colony was transacted 
with the three Australasian Colonies of New South Wales, New 
Zealand, and Victoria, in the proportion of 43°9, 36°8, and 14-2 per 
cent., respectively. But, as a matter of fact, many of the im- 
portations are of German origin, and it is noticeable that within 
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the last few years there has been a steady increase of the following 
“made in Germany” articles, i.c., prints, glassware, sewing 
machines, and enamelled ware. 


INTERNAL WaTERWAYS OF EUROPEAN RUwSSIA. 


The total length of rivers and canals in European Russia, accord- 
ing to the “ Revue de Statistique,” is 67,596 miles, of which 46,202 
miles are available for use, 1.¢., 30,338 miles navigable and the 
remainder for floating purposes only. The canals aggregate 499 
miles in length and canalised rivers 648 miles. The Volga alone 
accounts for nearly 50 per cent. of the navigable waterways. The 
average length of time for navigation varies naturally according to 
geographical distribution ; it may be reckoned at about 158 to 220 
days for the Neva and the Ladoga and Onega lakes; at from 221 
to 240 days for the Niemen; at from 213 to 244 days for the 
Western Dwina, and at from 156 to 190 days only for the 
Northern Dwina. During the last five years the Russian Govern- 
ment has devoted nearly 150,000,000 francs (£6,000,000) to the 
improvement of navigable waterways. The goods carried are 
principally wood for building purposes, grain, petroleum, &c., 
salt, iron, coal, sugar, hemp, cotton, fish and spirits. 


THe Russian PLATINUM INDUSTRY. 


~ The following article, translated from the “ Novoe Vremya,” has 
been transmitted to the American Government by the United 
States Consul-General at St. Petersburg :— 

The Urals have been until now the only source from which 
platinum has been procured for the international market, the output 
thence forming over 95 per cent. of the total production of that 
precious metal. A small group of platinum mines, concentrated 
in the Verkhotursk district of the Government of Perm, includes 
about seventy separate mines, of which only forty are being worked, 
and the remaining thirty are either inactive or under investigation. 
During 1897 the production of platinum amounted to about 6 tons. 

Two of the mines passed, in 1897, into the hands of foreigners, 
In the beginning of September, other enterprises were sold to a 
syndicate from Paris, with a capital of several million francs, The 
price was fixed according to the productiveness of the mines, esti- 
mating a ton of platinum from 159,650/. to 191,5801. 

There are only seven great platinum enterprises in the Urals, of 
which five have been purchased by foreigners. By the sale of 
these mines Russia has lost the advantages which she could acquire 
from platinum industry, While platinum mines were in the hands 
of Russians the whole of the raw metal was sent abroad, and the 
income from the manufacture of platinum articles was in the hands 
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of foreigners. During later years the Russian platinum owners 
tried to get rid of the foreign purchasers,.but the mines have now 
passed into the hands of foreigners. When it is considered that 
no new veins of platinum have been discovered during late years, 
that those now existing will soon he exhausted, and that no other 
platinum mines have been found in the Urals, the conclusion must 
be come to that the Russians have lost an important industry, 
and the only one which enjoyed a monopoly of the world’s supply. 


THe SIBERIAN RalLway, 


As is generally known, a commission has been sent along the 
route of the Siberian Railway for the purpose of deciding the 
question of increasing the traffic capabilities of the road. A 
meeting was recently held at Tomsk, and it is stated that it has been 
decided to increase the gauge. According to the United States Con- 
sul at Moscow the traffic capacity is to be increased to enable seven 
sets of trains to be run every twenty-four hours, instead of three, 
as at the present time. It has also been noted that an increase of 
rolling stock, cars, platforms, &c., will be necessary. More power- 
ful engines than the so-called six-pair or six-axled engines in use 
at present will be obtained. The estimated cost of all the above 
projected improvements is about 16,000,000 roubles. 


CommerciAL ‘AND TecunicaL Epucation BELGIUM 


The United States Consul at Ghent states that, according to a 
recent official report, the number of technical, trade, commercial, 
and domestic economy schools subsidized by the Belgian Govern- 
ment on December 31st, 1897, was 410. One year previously, the 
number of these institutions was 376. 

During 1897, three apprentice shops for boys were closed in West 
Flanders. The following institutions for boys were established 
during the same year—One trade school at Montegnée ; two barbers’ 
and hairdressing schools at Brussels; a weaving school at Oostacker ; 
a school of design and weaving at Anthines; St. Jean Berckman’s 
school at Liége; school of armour making at Waudre; and five 
technical schools, one each at Malines, Lokeren, Neufchateau, 
Anderlues, and Dinant. There were also established during 1897 
four commercial houses at Brussels, Liége, Dinant, and Huy, 
respectively. Thé following table shows the nature of the schools, 
number of professors, pupils, and diplomas issued during 1897 : —

RESTRICTION OF FRENCH TRADE WITH BRAZIL. 


According to a report of the Brazilian Consul at Paris, which 
has been referred to-in a recent issue of the “‘ Moniteur Officiel du 
Commerce,” French exports to Brazil have fallen from 75 million 
francs (3,000,000/.) in 1895 to 67 million francs (2,700,000/.) in 
1896, and 59 millions (2,360,000/.) in 1897—a loss of more than 
20 per cent. This falling-off is the more remarkable as French 
exports during the same period to other countries showed a 
decided tendency to increase. The total value of French exports 
during the three years increased from 3,373 million frances (134 
millions sterling) in 1895 to 3,401 million francs (136 millions 
sterling) in 1896, and to 3,675 million francs (147 millions 
sterling) in 1897. Taking the various articles which make up 
the list of French exports to Brazil, articles de Paris, gold and 
silver jewellery, cotton and woollen tissues and wines show the 
greatest falling-off. As regards the latter, the value fell from 
4,300,000 francs in 1895 to 2,918,000 francs in 1897 (172,000. 
to 117,0001.). What France has lost in the Brazilian market, Italy 
appears to have gained. 


PoRTUGUESE WINE Exports. 


According to a recent report of the French Vice-Consul at 
Oporto, the exports of wine from that port were less in 1897 than 
the previous year by over three million litres; the figures being 
55 million litres in 1896 and 52 millions in 1897. The litre is 
equivalent to 1°76 Imperial pint. The exports were chiefly 
directed to the following countries, Brazil, United Kingdom, 
Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Holland, Russia, Portuguese 


| | | 
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possessions in Africa and Asia, Belgium and France. Brazil took 
over 27 million litres, United Kingdom, 18 millions; Germany, 1} 
and Denmark, one million litres. All the other countries in each 
case took less than a million litres. Comparing the two years, a 
considerable falling-off is found in the consignment to Brazil 
(amounting to four million litres), Germany, Denmark, Belgium, 
Holland and France, and an improvement in those to the United 
Kingdom, Sweden, Norway and Russia, 

Portuguese wines continue to suffer from the competition with 
foreign wines, but this is not the only cause of the diminished exports 
last year. Another, and a very important one, is the economic con- 
ditionof thecountry. Brazil,as pointed out above, is the best customer 
for Portuguese wine ; itis followed by the United Kingdom, and at 
some considerable distance by Germany. As regards the latter 
country, the consignments of wine from Oporto have fallen off 
from four million gallons in 1890 to one-and-a-half million in 1897, 
and it is feared that unless the Portuguese Government take steps 
to soon obtain, by a commercial agreement, a diminution in the 
German duties which are levied on the importation of Portuguese 
wines, this market will be entirely lost to them. French imports 
are of little importance, for, as a matter of fact, that country has 
almost ceased to be a market for Portuguese wines, the diminu- 
tion in the consignments, taking the aggregate period, 1888-1897, 
being particularly marked. In the former year France took over 
eight million litres and in the latter only 310,900. - 

As regard port wine, if Brazil is the most important consuming 
market for ordinary Portuguese wines, the United Kingdom is of 
paramount importance for port wines. Thus out of 28 million litres 
of port wine exported from Portugal in 1897, the United Kingdom 
took over 17 millions, an increase of half-a-million litres over 1896. 
After the United Kingdom comes Brazil as an importer of port 
wine, with a total quantity of 4 million litres in 1897, then Ger- 
many with 1} million, Sweden and Norway 1 million, Russia 
919,000, Denmark 885,000, Holland 666,000 litres; followed by 
Belgium, France, Argentine Republic, United States, and Uruguay 
in the order named. 


THe Maize Crop 1898. 


The “ Bollettino delle Finanze” reports that, according to infor- 
‘mation received at the Italian Ministry of Agriculture, the maize 
crop in Italy in 1898 amounted to 26,850,000 hectolitres, as com- 
pared with 23,220,000 in 1897 and 28,160,000 in 1896. Lombardy, 
as usual, leads the way with 5,418,000 hectolitres, the provinces 
next in order of importance being Venice, Emilia and the Marches.

According to the “Engineering and Mining Journal” the 
Austrian Ministry of Agriculture and Mines reports the production 
of coal in 1897 as follows in metric tons—

RaiLway Concessions IN MapaGascar. 


The United States Consul at Tamatave, under date of Septem- 
ber 2, 1898, transmits to his Government copy of a concession for 
a railway from Tananarivo to Tamatave, granted to the Colonial 
Company of Madagascar, a precursor of the French Society of 
Railways, of Madagascar, now being organised. The conditions of 
the concession are summarised as follows: The company must have 
a capital of 15,000,000 francs (600,000/.); its officers must be 
Frenchmen or French subjects; with the exception of coal, wood 
and petroleum, all materials, rolling stock, &., must come from 
France or its colonies; the concession must be finally agreed to 
before January 15, 1899, and lasts for ninety-nine years. This, 
says the Consul, is the largest and most important enterprise ever 
undertaken in Madagascar. 


PRODUCTION OF SISAL IN MEXxICco. 


The production of sisal grass, or ixtle, in Mexico is increasing 
each year, according to a French consular report. This product 
is seldom sold directly from the producer to the consumer, the 
traffic being monopolised by a few commercial houses, chiefly 
located in San Luis Potosi and Cerritos, a small station on the . 
central railroad. These establishments send their products to the 
markets at New York, Hamburg, Havre, and in small quantities 
to Antwerp, and through their agents they keep close track of the 
fluctuations of these markets. : 

The greater part of the fibre now comes for preparation to the 
establishment of M. Munoz, at Cerritos. This place has con- 
sequently become the point of departure for much of the ixtle 
traffic of the country and the freights for Europe are quoted: 
Cerritos-Hamburg, Cerritos-Havre, &c.

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The harvesting month for this crop is September, and the pro- 
duction for the season of 1896-97 was estimated at 9,635,000 kilo- 
grams, valued at 179,2001. silver. According to the official 
statistics, the exportation of this product for several years past has 
been as follows :

It is seen from this table that daring a very short time the exports 
of this product have increased enormously. 


THE ORANGE PLANTATIONS OF PARAGUAY. 


Oranges are of prolific growth in Paraguay, being found every- 
where, many growing wild. They are cultivated, however, on 
farms. The orange flourishes all the year, except in January, 
February and March. A seven-year-old tree bears about 1,000 
oranges. The orange is one of the most generally-used articles of 
food in Paraguay, forming a staple eatable for the poor, particularly 
in the country. Hogs are fattened on them, and orange-fed pork, 
according to the United States Consul at Asuncion, is very good. 
The exportation of oranges commences about the end of May and 
lasts till November. The boats are loaded all along the river, 
women with flat baskets on their heads carrying them on board. 
Most of the oranges are sent to Buenos Ayres and Montevideo; 
during the season, an average of 300,000 oranges are exported. 
In addition to the regular Paraguayan orange a small, pungent 
mandarin orange is grown. Another class known as the sour, or 
bitter orange, is also produced, the skin being used for making 
marmalade and the blossom for making extracts. 


CoFFEE IN PARAGUAY. 


An effort is now being made to develop Paraguay as a coffee- 
producing centre, it being thought that the country can be made 
to produce an excellent grade, in quantities sufficient to be an 
important factor in the South -American market at least. The 
United States Consul at Asuncion, in a recent report on the 
subject, says that there are now about 343,407 coffee plants in the 
Republic, and all the product can be readily disposed of in the 
Asuncion market, because the people are great coffee drinkers. 
It is believed that the Paraguayan coffee can compete with the 
* best known in the markets of Europe, where it already figures, 
though in small quantities. Authorities state that the Yungas 
coffee of Peru and Guatemala is as good as any produced on the 
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American continent. The grain is well developed, exquisite in 
aroma, green-yellow in colour, and in size and weight superior to 
Mocha coffee, which, in general characteristics, it resembles. The 
plant is vigorous, develops rapidly, and produces in three years. 

There are coffee plantations which have been in existence for 
many years, but they have not keen cultivated very carefully for 
some time past, being left to care for themselves in the excellent 
climate of the country. 


JAPANESE RicE Crop oF 1898. 


The United States Consul-General at Yokohama, under date of 
September, 17, 1898, reports that the rice crop of Japan for 1898 
is estimated at 45,760,000 koku (7,596,160 tons, of 2,000 pounds 
each), an increase of 38°69 per cent. as compared with that of the 
preceding year and of 18-68 per cent. as compared with the average 
crop. 


New RaILroaD In Korea. 


The United States Consul-General at Seoul, in his annual report, 
speaks of the growing importance of the ports opened to trade 
last autumn—Chenampo and Mokpo. A concession for a railroad 
to connect Seoul and Fusan has been granted to a syndicate of 
Japanese capitalists. The road will be broad gauge, and the 
distance is roughly estimated at 400 miles. The cost, it is said, 
will be some 2,500,000/., though it is thought this will have to 
be doubled. The concession is for fifteen years, after which the 
Korean Government may buy it on appraisement. Work must 
be completed within ten years. The Consul-General says that he 
understands much of the equipment will be purchased in the 
United States. 


TRADE OF SAMOA. 


In his annual report the United States Consul-General gives the 
following statement of imports and exports at Apia in 1897 :— 

The total value of the imports was 65,9261., of which nearly half 
came from Australian colonies, The United States sent goods to 
the value of 10,700/.; Great Britain, 2,6601.; Germany, 1,112/.; 
Fiji, 7501. ; Tonga, 2,5001.; other South Sea islands, 9001.; New 
Britain, 116/.; and Hawaii, 1977. The exports amounted to 
48,0001., of which 25,0001. went to Europe, 10,8001. to the United 
States, 10,290/. to Australasia, 2,840]. to Hawaii, &. Of copra 
(native product), 10,691,520 pounds were exported from Samoa. 
The Consul-general adds that a large percentage of the goods from ~ 
Australia are of American origin. It is stated that all goods 
originating east of California are sent to the Atlantic seaboard, 
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thence to Sydney, and from Sydney to Apia, and are delivered 
there cheaper than they can be obtained directly from San 
Francisco. 


XVIII.—PROCEEDINGS AND DELIBERATIONS OF THE 
CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


Birmingham.—A special meeting of the members of the Bir- 
mingham Chamber of Commerce was recently held for the 
purpose of considering certain alterations in the constitution 
and laws of the Chamber. The chief alterations were the in- 
sertion of rules to the effect that “‘The Lord Mayor of the 
City of Birmingham, and its Members of Parliament for the 
time being, and two gentlemen to be selected by the members 
of the Council from among the representatives of the educa- 
tional institutions of the city, shall from time to time be invited 
to become ex-officio members of the Council,’ and that, “In 
addition to the power of appointing committees for special 
purposes, the Council may appoint standing committees, and 
may delegate to such standing committees such of its duties as 
the Council may determine. Each standing committee shall 
consist of nine members, of whom six shall be appointed by the 
Council and three by the general body of the members of the 
Chamber. Each standing committee shall elect its own chair- 
man. If the member so elected chairman is not a member of 
the Council he shall be an ex-officio member of the Council 
while chairman of such committee.” 

It was also urged that the importance of maintaining the 
commercial supremacy of the country could not be 
over-estimated. The necessity for action was becoming more 
and more apparent in many directions. No doubt the Govern- 
ment were alive to it, and were probably doing more than any 
Government had done before to improve trade. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, at the Colonial Office, had done much to stimulate British 
industry, and the Foreign Office, too, were giving assistance ; 
but the efforts of the Government were useless unless backed 
up by commercial men through the chambers of commerce. 

Blackburn —A meeting of this Chamber was held on 30th 
November last, Mr. H. Harrison (president) in the chair. 

The president, in delivering a report upon the letter addressed 
to the secretary on 19th October by Mr. Monson upon the 
question of railway rates, and upon the final notice by the 
Board of Trade, “That no notice should be received after 
December 31st on the matter of increased rates by the railway 
companies,” said he did not think that after the ample notice 
given by the Board of Trade and by the Blackburn Chamber of 
Commerce, they could apply for a further extension of time. 
It was imposible to plead that they had not had sufficient oppor- 
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tunity of making known their complaints. With regard to the 
suggestion that the Board of Trade should appoint a permanent 
official to deal with the questions of railway rates and traffic and 

eneral complaints, he said that this meant the abolition of the 

ailway Commissioners and the undertaking by a department 
of the State of duties not provided by statutes. It was, in his 
opinion, beyond the powers of the Board of Trade to undertake 
any such duty or office. He suggested that they ought to 
approach the Board of Trade and ask that the cost of appeal to 
the Railway Commissioners might be modified to such an extent 
as would permit the smaller traders to lay before them com- 
plaints as to rate of carriage or regulations imposed by the 
companies upon their traffic: Continuing, Mr. Harrison said 
it cost about 150/. to go before the Railway Commissioners, and 
if facilities could be granted to the vast number of small traders 
to go before them at a small cost, it would be a great advantage. 
The report was adopted, and it was decided that the Chamber 
should take the alien opportunity of bringing the interests 
of the small traders before the Board of Trade. 

Other matters discussed were the opening up of Caina and 
the question of trunk telephonic communication with Liverpool 
and Manchester. 

Bradford.—A meeting of the Council of this Chamber was 
held on 30th November last, Mr. H. Sutcliffe in the chair. 

The minutes of the Spinners’ Section, which were approved, 
showed that, in accordance with a decision previously arrived at, 
forty-two spinners who combed their own tops had forwarded 
samples, and these had been submitted to the Bradford Condi- 
tioning-house. The average results were as follows :—Botany, 
7°61 drams of fatty matter and insolubles per lb., loss per cent. 
after absolute scouring (commercial) 2°97 ; 50’s to 56’s, 7°18 and 
2°80; 44’s to 46’s, 5°48 and 2°14; 36’s to 40’s (carded), 8°12 and 
3°17; 32’s to 40’s (prepared), 7°67 and 3°00. The section had 
appointed a committee to meet a committee of the Wool Trade 
Section with a view to considering the advisability of fixing a 
standard for fatty matters and insolubles in tops. 

The president read a letter which had been received from 
Mr. W. H. Drew, secretary of the Bradford Trades and Labour 
Council, enclosing a copy of a resolution of that Council: “ That 
in view of the spread of anthrax a conference of seven gentlemen 
representing the employers in the wool-combing industry and a 
like number representing the operatives shall meet to discuss 
what means can be adopted to prevent the disease making in- 
roads into the combing sheds of the city.” Mr. Drew asked 
that the Council should appoint representatives on behalf of 
the employers. 

It was proposed that the request of the Trades Council should 
be complied with. 

After some discussion as to whether the matter should be 
referred to the Wool Supply Committee, or representatives of 
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the Council should be elected at that meeting, a resolution was 
seconded which took the form of a reference to the Wool Supply 
Committee, with approval of the principle of the Trades 
Council’s proposal, and a request that this committee would 
select representatives to meet the nominees of that body. 

Other subjects discussed at length were arbitration commit- 
tees under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, and the pollution 
of rivers by trade effluents. 

Bristol—The ordinary monthly meeting of this Chamber was 
held on 23rd November last, Mr. B. Perry, vice-president, in 
the chair. 

In pursuance of notice, it was moved, seconded, and after dis- 
cussion it was unanimously resolved: “‘ That the Council of this 
Chamber, in view of the repeated warnings of H.M. Consuls, 
and deeply sensible itself of the injury done to British trade by 
the delay in the adoption of the metric system of weights and 
measures by this country, strongly urges the Government and 
all public bodies to aid in making the system familiar to the 
public, by making use of it in their various contracts, returns, 
and reports. The Council further resolves to send a copy of this 
resolution to the Prime Minister, the First Lord of the Treasury, 
the President of the Board of Trade, the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce, the Town Council of Bristol, the Bristol Poor 
Law Guardians, and the Bristol School Board.” 

The attention of the Council was directed to a matter which 
had frequently engaged the attention of the Chamber in past 
years, viz., to the annoyance and inconvenience frequently 
occasioned by private telegrams being opened by persons other 
than those to whom they were addressed, and it was thereupon 
resolved to address a memorial to the Postmaster-General, 
urging upon him the adoption of a distinctive, or warning, 
coloured envelope, say red or green, for telegrams addressed to 
persons or firms care of other persons, or marked “ private,” 
as it often happened that such en despatches, in the 
hurry of business, were accidentally opened by persons to 
whose care they were directed, such mistakes causing con- 
siderable inconvenience and annoyance, and pointing out to 
his lordship that the Council of this Chamber was of opinion 
that there would be little or no additional cost by the adoption 
of the proposal; and, by way of precedent, drawing attention 
to the fact that already forms for foreign telegrams were printed 
on yellow paper to distinguish them from messages for trans- 
mission in the United Kingdom. 

Other matters under notice were trade between Canada, 
Bristol, and the United States; Boards of Conciliation and 
Arbitration; trade with the United States and Spanish West 
Indies; trade with China, &c. 

Leeds—A meeting of the Council of the Leeds Chamber of 
Commerce was held on 29th November last, Mr. Ewing Mathe- 
son (president) occupying the chair. 
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The secretary read a letter. from the Liverpool Chamber en- 
closing the copy of a resolution which had been forwarded to 
the Government with reference to railways in China, and in- 
viting the co-operation of the Leeds Chamber in the matter. 
The resolution ran as follows:—‘‘ That this Chamber, recog- 
nising the immense field offered to British enterprise by the 
opening up of China and the development of its resources, 
trusts (1) that Her Majesty’s Government will give every 


‘possible assistance to British merchants and capitalists who are 


engaged in business in that country, and prepared to invest 
money in it; and (2) that, especially in the matter of railway 
construction, Her Majesty’s Government will secure for British 
enterprise in the Yang-tse regions similar preferential rights 
to those which Germany, Russia, and France have already 
claimed in the regions of China which those Powers respectively 
regard as their special spheres of influence; and the Chamber 
assures Her Majesty’s Government of its strenuous support in 
the pursuit of the policy thus indicated.” 

The president said that what they had been striving for was 
in the way of being achieved. A railway was being started 
into those districts, and it was a matter of great importance to 
this country, for the railway would open out an enormous field, 
and it would run, moreover, practically from our own territory, 
which was a very different thing from a railway in China 
simply. The railway that was being started would effect com- 
munication with Calcutta, and was better worthy of support than 
one in the heart of a foreign country. It appeared that we 
were in a fair way to get this railway right into Burma. 

After a discussion, it was agreed to support the action of the 
Liverpool Chamber. 

The secretary read a circular from the Associated Chambers 
inviting the Leeds Chamber to forward resolutions for inclusion 
in the agenda of the annual meeting of the former body. He 
added that the resolutions might be discussed at the next meet- 
ing of the Council, and it was agreed that this should be done. 

The president thought they ought to continue their efforts 
to obtain concessions from the Post Office. A penny postage 
with the colonies had just been granted, but it must be remem- 
bered that the penny stamp in that case only carried the 
obsolete half-ounce, whereas in Great Britain a penny stamp 
carried eight times that amount. There was no more trouble in 
dealing with an ounce letter than with a half-ounce letter, and 
that was one reform for which they might very well press. 
They were asking for this out of the extra profits of the Post 
Office, and not that the country should be taxed for the benefit 
of the mercantile class. He should propose a resolution dealing 
with the question for inclusion in the agenda of the annual 
meeting of the Associated Chambers. 

Other matters under consideration were the Workmen’s Com- 
= Act, the New Japanese Tariff, and the London-Paris 

ail. 
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Liver pool.—At a recent special meeting of the Council of this 
Chamber, Mr. F. C. Danson, president, in the chair, it was 
reported that the Committee of the East India and China Trade 
Section had drafted a memorial to Lord Curzon of Kedleston, 
the new Indian Viceroy, with regard to British trade in China 
and India. After congratulating him upon his appointment, 
the memorial referred to a number of points, and asked for the 
assistance of his Excellency in the following matters :— 

“J. In further stimulating the construction of railways in the 
most populous trading and agricultural centres of India. 2. In 
completing the connection of Bengal and Burma by means of a 
railway or railways. 38. In completing the Burma-Shan-Shina 
Railway (from Mandalay to Kunlon Ferry on the River Sal- 
ween) as quickly as possible, and in rendering every possible 
asisstance to the syndicate who have undertaken the survey 
between Kunlon and the valley of the Yang-tse River. 4. In 
constructing a railway from Rangoon or Moulmein, or the 
vicinity of those ports, to connect with the railways of Siam. 
5. In making ordinary roads as feeders to railways. 6. In faci- 
litating the transfer of surplus Indian population to the less 
populous parts of Burma. 7. In taking such steps as shall, in 
the opinion of your Excellency, be most effective in reducing 
the cost of telegraphic comunication between England and 
India. 8. In procuring, if possible, the abolition of the export 
duty on rice at ports of India and Burma.” 

Mr. Nixon moved the adoption of the memorial. 

Colonel Morrison seconded, and said that in addition to the 
points mentioned in the memorial there was the serious con- 
dition of the Indian cane sugar industry, which was affected 
largely by the unfair and uneconomic competition of bounty-fed 
beet, although not so seriously as was the case with the West 
Indian industry. He hoped the committee would later on make 
an effective representation to the Government of India on the 
subject. 

Mr. Henderson spoke of the proposed railway from Burma to 
the Yunnan and Su Chuen provinces of China as most valuable 
for British traders, offering as they did a more rapid, a cheaper, 
and a less competitive access to their populations than could 
be obtained by the Yang-tse Valley or from the East Coast of 
China. 

It is stated that the Committee of the African Trade 
Section of the Liverpool Chamber have for some time 
been strenuously, urging the Foreign Office to endeavour to 
procure the opening by the Liberian Government of additional 
ports of entry on the Liberian coast, and have pressed for the 
opening up of Cavally in particular. A letter had been re- 
ceived from the Foreign Office, dated 23rd November, in which 
it is stated that Lord Salisbury is informed by the Liberian 
Consul-General in London that Cavally has been declared a port 
of entry for Liberia.

This is a return prepared by the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade, in compliance with an order of the House of 
Commons, showing the total imports and exports for each of the 
years 1891, 1894 and 1897, of the following 12 countries, viz., 
(1) France, (2) German Zollverein and German Empire, (3) 
Belgium, (4) Holland, (5) Russia, (6) Austria-Hungary, (7) 
Denmark, (8) Sweden and Norway, (9) Spain, (10) Portugal (11) 
United States, (12) United Kingdom. 

The present return is stated to be in continuation of Parliamentary 
Paper No. 262 of Session 1890-91. It is dated August, 1898. 


2. Strikes and Lock-outs. Board of Trade (Labour Department.) 
Report by the Chief Labour Correspondent on the Strikes and Lock- 
outs of 1897, with Statistical Tables (C. 9012.) Price 1s. 1d. 


In presenting this, the Tenth Annual Report on Strikes and 
Lock-outs issued by the Labour Department of the Board of 
Trade dealing in detail with the trade disputes of 1897, the 
Commissioner for Labour remarks that the statistics of these 
disputes, so far as collected at the time of their occurrence, 
have already been published in the monthly tables of the 
“Labour Gazette,” and a preliminary summary was also pub- 
lished in January, 1898, giving the statistical results with as 
much accuracy as was possible at that time, for the purpose of 
those who require the figures for immediate use. For the present 
volume. the detailed figures have been revised and corrected and 
summarised more completely, while the report prefixed to the 
tables gives a detailed account of the disputes of the year in 
various groups of trades and of the methods by which they were 
settled. 

As is well known, the year 1897 was much disturbed by trade 
disputes, the chief of which, the dispute in the engineering trade 
entirely overshadowed all the others. Thus while the aggregate 
duration of the 864 disputes recorded was about 10,000,000 work- 
ing days, that of the engineering dispute alone was nearly 
6,000,000 days, not including the days lost in the early part of 
1898. It may be added that the total magnitude of the disputes 
of 1897 has already been exceeded in the first nine months of the 
present year, the disputes of which, owing to the long-continued 
and widespread stoppage in the South Wales coal trade, show an 
aggregate duration of over 14,500,000 working days. 

3. Mines and Quarries: General Report and Statistics for 1897, 
Part III.—Output—General Report and Statistics relating to the 
output und value of the minerals raised in the United Kingdom, the 
amount and vulue of the metals produced, and the Exports and 
Imyorts of Minerals. Edited by C. Le Neve Foster, D.Sc., F.R.S., 
one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Mines (0.9078). Price 1s. 9d. 
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In the introduction to the present return, it is stated that this 
volume contains information similar to that hitherto published 
under the title of ‘‘ The Mineral Statistics of the United Kingdom ” 
and in Part II. of the “ Annual General Reports for 1894-5 and 
1896.” 

It gives particulars of the output of mines, quarries, brineworks, 
&c., the value of the mineral produced, the amouut of metals 
extracted from the ores, and the exports and imports. 

As the Coal Mines Act prohibits the publication of a return 
without the consent of the person making it, it is impossible to 
give the output of individual mines, as can be done in the case of 
workings under the Metalliferous Mines Act and the Quarries Act. 
The information concerning the output of coal, by far the most 
important mineral in the kingdom, is therefore very meagre, com- 
pared with the details published about some of the metallic ores. 

For the sake of easy reference the minerals are arranged in 
alphabetical order. 

The chief facts contained in this volume may be summed up as 
follows :—There are two minerals of vital importance in the king- 
dom, viz., coal and iron ore. 

The output of coal was 202,129,931 tons, the highest hitherto 
recorded ; the year 1897 is memorable from the fact that for the 
first time the output of coal in the Kingdom has gone beyond 
200 million tons—it exceeded that of the previous year by 
6,768,671 tons. 

The quantity of coal exported was no less than 37 million tons, 
and is likewise the highest amount on record; the exports 
approach our entire output fifty years ago, and considerably exceed 
the output of every other country in the world except Germany 
and the United States. In the minds of some persons our 
enormous export of coal is a matter requiring the attention of the 
nation. 

The output of iron ore, which had dropped from 18 million tons 
in 1882 to 11 million in 1893, is now increasing, and reached 13? 
million tons last year. The imports are likewise rising, and the 
total quantity of pig-iron obtained from British and foreign ores 
was 8,796,465 tons, an amount exceeding that of any previous 
year.
